To Hold Evening 
Registrations 

Endeavoring to make it possible 
for men and women in the armed 
forces to register in absentia and 
for defense workers to place their 
names on the lists without loss 
of time, Frank M. Grant, City 
Clerk, announced this week that 
his staff and a group of assistants 
would hold evening registrations 
throughout the city. 

"The Massachusetts General 
Court moved the primary date 
from September to July 11 so that 
our men and women in the mili- 
tary would be able to get ballots— 
no matter where they may be in 
the world — in time to mark their 
selections and return them before 
the election in November,” Mr. 
Grant said. 

"However, it is necessary that 
they be properly registered in 
their city or town of residence, 
otherwise they will not receive a 
ballot.” 

Registering a man or woman in 
the armed services is a simple pro- 
cedure. Mr. Grant explained. Any 
relative — father, mother, brother, 
down to niece or nephew — who is 
a registered voter himself or her- 
self. can register the soldier or 
sailor, providing he is now 21 years 
of age, or will be 21 on or before 
November 7, 1944, and further pro- 
viding his legal domicile has been 
Newton for the past year. 

The procedure described by Mr. 
Grant for registering a voter in 
absentia is for those in the armed 
forces only. All others must reg- 
ister in person. 

Charles B. Floyd, former alder- 
manic president and chairman of 
the Newton City Republican Com- 
mittee, also assured fullest assist- 
ance to the voters in registering. I 
"With so many of our men and j 
women away from Newton with 
the armed forces, it becomes more 
imperative now than ever that 
every citizen exercise his or her 
right to vote,” Mr. Floyd declared. 
“Furthermore, it is the duty of 
every registered voter to see that 
his relatives in the armed services 
are registered so that they may 
cast a ballot if they desire. 

"Because they are away from 
the city and perhaps out of the 
country, we at home must show 
our fighting men that a Democracy 
sees to it that its citizens, no mat- 
ter where they may be, are not 
deprived of their right to vote. 
Our Governor, and the Legislature 
have done their part. Now let U3 
do our part. Mr. Grant will see 
t) at all of those in the armed ser- 
vices expressing a desire to vote 
get a ballot, providing they are 
registered. 

"I also urge every Republican 
ward chairman, to turn out as many 
of their committee members as 
possible to assist residents of New- 
ton in getting registered without 
loss of time from work.”

“The Army Has 
The Answers” 

Q. Will you please tell me the 
difference between an E allotment 
and an F allowance? J. C., Provi- 
dence. 

A. A Class E allotment is an 
amount of pay which can be al- 
lotted to an individual or institu- 
tion for the support of the al- 
lotter’s family or relatives, or for 
savings, or for payment of com- 
mercial insurance premiums. The 
Government makes no contribution 
to this type of allotment. A Class 
F deduction is the $22.00 or $27.00 
the soldier contributes towards 
Family Allowance for his depen- 
dents and to which the Govern- 
ment adds an amount, dependent 
upon the relationship and degree 
of dependency. • 

Q. How is the 6 months death 
gratuity payable? E. V.. Sharon. 

A. It is payable as a lump sum 
equal to 6 months pay (but not 
allowances) at the rate received at 
time of death. 

Q. At what rate does a soldier’s 
pay increase due to longevity? 
M. H.. Burlington. 

A. His pay (base pay) in- 
creases at a rate of 5 per cent for 
each 3 years service. 

Q. When a man is overseas in 
the service does he have tHe right 
to cut down the allowance to his 
wife and child to $40 per month? 

A. No. Family Allowance to n 
wife and child is $80.00 and can- 
not be reduced by the soldier whe- 
ther he is overseas or in the United 
States. 

Q. Are adopted children de- 
pendents? S. H.. Melrose? 

A. Yes, if they are legally 
adopted and unmarried, under 18. 
and not in the armed services. 

Q. Does the wife of a soldier 
receive a regular allowance for the 
month he enters service if she re- 
ceived the initial allowance? W. 
D., Concord. 

A. No, the regular allowance 
is effective the first dav of the 
month following the soldier’s en- 
trance into the service. 

Q. If a divorced man goes into 
the service and has a child, and 
the divorce decree states he has 
to pay support in a certain amount 
each week, what amount does the 
child receive? J. C.. New Bedford. 

A. The amount payable to the 
child of a soldier is not limited by 
a court order; to a child, where no. 
payment is made for a wife, the 
amount is $42; if there is payment 
to a wife the child’s allowance is 
$30 for the first one and $20 for 
each additional child. 

Q. What is a first child’s allot- 
ment from a divorced father? A. 
M., Somerville. 

A. If the soldier has not re- 
married the child receives $42.00; 
if he has remarried, the child re- 
ceives $30; if he has a child bv 
the second marriage the total 
amount of $50 puyable to - two 
children of a soldier is divided 
evenly between them when thev 
live apart— $25.00 each. Payment 
is made until soldier is discharged 
or enters non-pay status, or the 
child reaches 18 years of age, 
whichevevejr occurs first. 

Q. How will this payment come 
through, to the District Court or 
to the person who hus custody of 
the child? A. M.. Somerville. 

A. To whomever the soldier 
designates as payee for the child, 
if such person or institution is ac- 
ceptable to the Office of Depen- 
dency Benefits. 

Q. My application for Emerg- 
ency Maternity and Infant Care 
hus been approved. Now mv hus- 
band has been discharged from the 
service. Will I still get the free 
care? C. H.. Watertown. 

A. Yes, provided the applica- 
tion wus approved while he was 
in the service.

Women Voters To 
Visit Cambridge 

— O — 

Mrs. E. B. Millard, president of 
the Newton Longue of Women 
Voters, U interested in "A Second 
Glimpse Inside Cambridge” which 
will be made available to the pub- 
lic the afternoon of Saturday, 
Tunc 3, when the # Cambridge 
League of Women Voters conducts 
a benefit tour of ten of the dis- 
tinctive houses in the University 
City. Four of the houses to he 
opened were among the most 
populnr ones on view during a 
similar tour sponsored by the 
league Inst fall, but the other six 
have seldom been opened to the 
public. 

. Although the primary interest 
of most of the houses is historic, 
especial enthusiasm is anticipated j 
for the one modern house to be 
opened, the Philip Johnson House, 

9 Ash street, which is an experi- 
ment in the new architecture de- 
sign by a former staff member of 
the Museum of Modern Arts in 
New York. 

Also to be opened is the Water- 
house House, 7 Waterhouse street. 
Although sometimes dated as early 
as 1740, this house is considered 
to have been built by Mr. Frost, 
perhaps for William Vassal!, in 
1753. Later it was the home of 
D. Benjamin Waterhouse, profes- 
sor of medicine at Harvard and 
the first doctor to practice vacci- 
nations in this country. The house 
has the low ceilings of an earlier 
period, but the generous hall is in 
the style of the Cambridge man- 
sions of the day. 

The Bates-Hall House, 11 Haw- 
thorn street, is dated 1790, and 
was built by Joseph Bates, a ser- 
geant in the Revolutionary Army 
and a master carpenter. It is now 
occupied by the Richard H. Halls. 
The Adams-Belcher Frizell-Vas- 
sall House on Hawthorn street was 
originally an Adams dwelling but 
the present house was rebuilt 
from the remaining eight-foot 
square chimney by John Vassall 
about 1741. It was used as a hos- 
pital during the Revolution. 

The Munroe-Runkle-Pete House 
on Willard street was probably 
built by the blacksmith, Daniel 
Hastings, some time before he is 
known to have moved from Cam- 
bridge in 1722. Although additions 
have been made since, the small 
scale and old-fashioned air of the 
original haS been carefully kept. 
The nucleus of the Lee-Nichols- 
Emerson House at 159 Brattle 
street is a house of the usual 17th 
century type with a tremendous 
central chimney of brick laid up 
in clay and oyster shells. The 
William Emersons, present occu- 
pants, have done a very discreet 
work of restoration and repair. 

I The four houses to be reopened 
in this tour are the Flagg-Tnylor- 
Cannon House of early colonial 
architecture, the Vassall-Craigie- 
Longfellow House, known primar- 
ily as the home of Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow, the Ruggles- 
Fayerweather - Merriman House, 
another noble Tory Row mansion, 
and “Elmwood,” t.be life-long home 
of James Russell Lowell, and now 
occupied by Mrs. A. Kingsley 
Porter. 

Mrs. Arthur H. Brooks, Jr., 
heads the large Cambridge Com- 
mittee. The architectural program 
notes are being written by Prof. 
Kenneth J. Conant of the archi- 
tectural school at Harvard. Mrs. 
Horace E. Hildreth has made an 
attractive booklet of "Notes By 
the Way,” chatty anecdote and his- 
tory. Mrs. Benjamin F. Wright, 
Jr., of 78 Fresh Pond parkway, is 
chairman of an active committee 
in charge of tickets.

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Politics With Color 


Democratic Revolt 

Despite the general assumption 
that. Mr. Roosevelt will accent a 
fourth term nomination next July, 
there ftre ominous rumblings with- 
in his party. Right here in Mass- 
achusetts we were startled to have 
no less a person than Senior Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh become the 
storm-centre of a potential revolt. 
To be sure, some of the long-headed 
leaders of the administration for- 
ces were smart enough to get the 
two belligerent factions together 
privately and effect a satisfactory 
compromise. The result was that 
both the Walsh and the McCor- 
mack partisans smoked the pipe 
of pence and everything ended 
beautifully (on the surface). 

The [post recent intimation that 
all is not well within the Democra- 
tic party comes from some of the 
trouble-making Southern states. 
According to very reliable radio 
commentators, there is a movement 
on foot to stymie the normal elec- 
toral college proceedure and have 
the electors from certain states 
which are none too friendly to 
F. D. R. cast their votes for some 
other Presidential candidate. This 
would be a sensational develop- 
ment. It seems that there is no 
legnl or constitutional reason why 
any elector cannot vote exactly as 
he pleases. The cold, hard facts 
are that ALL electors have IN- 
VARIABLY cast their votes in 
accordance with the expressed 
wishes of the state thev repre- 
sented. In other words, if the pop- 
ular vote of this state goes to Mr. 
Roosevelt .the Democratic electors 
automatically cast their votes for 
him, quite regardless of their per- 
sonal preference. The only pro- 
tection either major party has is 
this: the leaders of each party 
usually hand-pick the electors and 
it would not be politically healthy 
for any elector to attempt to exer- 
cise his own judgment. 

Frankly, it does not seem to me 
that there is much chance that the 
electors of any southern state will 
fly in the face of long-established 
precedent. However, these are not 
normal times and the feeling 
against the President, even in his 
own party, appears to be growing. 
It will pay to watch this situa- 
tion closely. 

Watch McMasters 

Bill Mullins of the Herald re- 
ferred to that old political war- 
horse. Bill McMasters of Belmont 
last Sunday and gave a good tip 
to G. O. P. leaders in this state. 
Republicans will do well to take 
the McMasters candidacy for Lt.- 
Govemor quite seriously. Under 
ordinary circumstances, with a 
heavy G. O. P. vote and with a 
smaller field of candidates, the Mc- 
Masters threat might be brushed 
aside. Now. however, in the midst 
of a global war. which completely 
dwarfs any and all political cam- 
paigns, almost anything CAN hap- 
pen in a political contest. That 
is particularly true of a contest 
in which the conservative G. O. P. 
vote is apt to be badly split be- 
tween four other candidates. The 
Beverly Mayor may not run too 
well, chiefly because his name and 
fame are more or less confined to 
Essex County. Messrs. Bradford. 
Hunt and King, however, are all 
exceedingly well-publicized. Brad- 
ford will run very strongly, es- 
pecially in the huge county of 
Middlesex. Hunt will have his 
colleagues in the State Senate and 
a big Bristol County backing. 
Minority Leader Joe Martin lives 
not far from Jarvis Hunt. Speaker 
of the House Rudolph King will 
have a small army of workers all 
over the state, due to his position 
and prestige fn the House of Rep- 
resentatives. My readers may re- 
call the 1938 primary campaign 
for Lt-Governor. when Horace Ca- 
hill beat out a very strong field of 
candidates, partly because of his 
splendid work as Speaker as well 
as the natural publicity given him 
in all the papers. 

So. look out for tireless and re- 
sourceful Bill McMasters. who al- 
ways has some new tricks up his 
sleeve and who has a rather large 
and enthusiastic following, which 
stand by him regardless of the 
cause he is promoting at the 
moment.

Hereof fail not, at your peril, 
as otherwise said suit may be ad- 
judged. end orders and decrees en- 
tered therein, in your absence. 

And it is further ORDERED 
that the plaintiffs give notice of 
this suit by publishing a true and 
attested copy of this order in the 
Newton Graphic, a newspaper pub- 
lished in said Newton once a week 
for three successive weeks, the 
last publication to be one month 
at least before the first Monday 
in August next.

A-DAY 

This column is being written as 
the first scattering details of the 
opening of the second front in 
Western France are being broad- 
cast The news is throlling beyond 
words and there is an undercur- 
rent of optimism which leads many 
of us to believe that the terrible 
toll of human life may conceivably 
have been magnified. However, it 
is inevitable that casualties will 
be heavy before the tremendous 
operations just launched have been 
concluded. Consequently, there 
will be but a small minority of our 
people who will give any serious 
thought for some weeks to come 
to anything but the normal routine 
of maintaining the home front 
strongly, doing the day’s work and 
following avidly every scrap of 
authentic war news and interpre- 
tative comment. It seems fair to 
assume that politics, in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word, is "out” 
for some little time to come. If 
the radio should suddenly burst 
on our ears with a flamboyant 
speech by some slick orator, ex 
tolling his own qualifications for 
high office, most of us would doubt- 
less tune in some other station. 

Now, if my assumption is cor- 
rect, just what political news, if 
any, will interest the average 
voter? First and foremost will 
be any news or analysis of news 
which indicates increasing unity 
on our home front plus a stepped- 
up determination to get solidly be- 
hind our men on the fighting front 
and give them ten times the sup- 
port they have been receiving to 
date. More war bonds must be 
bought, more victory gardens must 
be planted, more supplies must be 
turned out by our splendid army 
of volunteer Red Cross workers. 
More blood must be donated, more 
paper must be salvaged, more civi- 
lians must get into the game and 
help entertain or comfort, as the 
case may be, those members of our 
armed forces who are off duty and 
have no place to go save a can- 
teen or other place of amusement, 
crowded with other mean who may 
also be craving the atmosphere of 
n quiet, well-kept home in which 
to rest. 

May I stress this point for a 
moment? There are. of course, 
thousands of fine people who have 
occasionally or even frequently 
opened up their homes to service- 
men off duty. Is it not equally 
true, tho’, that there are other 
thousands who have seldom done 
their little bit in this simple but 
highly effective way? The men 
are so pathetically grateful and 
appreciative for such trivial at- 
tentions and friendly gestures that 
it is hard to understand why prac- 
tically everybody who has a com- 
fortable home does not do his or 
her part in this most important 
field of endeavor. • 

Going back, now, to the question 
of routine political activity, it 
seems to me that there are certain 
matters which we may still dis- 
cuss to advantage, even at the 
heighth of the long-anticipated in- 
vasion of western France (and 
other sectors, presumably). Large 
and UNINTERRUPTED produc- 
tion of war materials is still of 
vital importance; so is the proper 
production and distribution of 
food supplies. We should all back 
up strongly those public officials 
who have influence in these fields. 
The getting out of the soldier vote 
next November, whenever it is 
reasonably possible, is another 
worth-while activity. It is a great 
pity that it appears to be so diffi- 
cult to handle this proposition in 
a non-partisan manner. Person- 
ally, I would be in favor of any 
law or directive which would make 
it the simplest thing in the world 
for ALL members of the armed 
forces to vote. Never mind for 
whom they may vote or why. They 
are fighting for us and for our 
present way. of life. The very 
least we can do for them is to 
give them a chance to say HOW 
their own government should be 
run and BY WHOM. In the years 
to come, those of us who may still 
be alive will most certainly he 
heartily ashamed of ourselves if 
we have been a party to deliver- 
ately blocking the opportunity 
these fine men and women should 
have to exercise the franchise. 

We have, also, the matter of 
chiselling on the home front, whe- 
ther by the big-shots or the smaller 
fry. Anything which you or I 
can do now to stop the activities 
of these miserable citizens will be 
worth-while. We can all help put 
an end to black markets in gas, 
food, clothes or anything else. 
These markets would die in one 
day UNLESS there were thous- 
ands of thoughtless or selfish citi- 
zens who patronized them. Let’3 
see if we cannot make a small con- 
tribution along these lines. 

Well, this may not read much 
like a political column, hut it retp- 
resents the way I feel today. May- 
ha my readers feel somewhat like 
the writer and will be entirely 
satisfied to jog down a slightly 
different trail for a few weeks at 
least. In the meantime our heart- 
felt prayers go out every day and 
all day to our splendid soldiers, 
sailors and marines fighting for 
u sail over the world and espec- 
ially do we pray for thoHe who 
are at this very moment striking 
the crucial blow of the entire war 
directly across the English Chan- 
nel. May God bless them, each 
and every one. 



Our last column dealt with the 

career of the popular M.I.T. Pro- 
fessor, George Owen of Newton 
Centre, designer par excellence of 
yachts, dinghies and other types 
of boats. There was one little 
omission in that column which I 
regretted, tho’ it was not men- 
tioned by anyrfne. It wad this: the 
Professor has always been a 
staunch friend of young people 
everywhere. His keen sense of 
humor and his tireless energy ap- 
peal to the younger generation, 
who are just as fond of him as he 
is of them. 

This week we shall consider the 
accomplishments of a resident of 
Newtonville, who lives so quietly 
and unostentatiously that many 
citizens will be surprised to learn 
that he is in our midst. The man, 
— Hermann C. Lythgoe of 36 Fair 
Oaks nvenue, Newtonville, Direc- 
tor of the Food and Drug Division 
of the Mass. State Department of 
Public Health. 

All of us have seen his name in 
the papers time and time again 
and looked upon him as a scien- 
tific expert, skilled as an adminis- 
trator and possessing some of the 
qualities of a modern Sherlock 
Holmes. Perhaps there has been 
an epidemic of sickness somewhere 
in the state, due, possibly, to bad 
milk, tainted meat or something 
similar. Mr. Lythgoe’s depart- 
ment swings into action, inspec- 
tors are sent to the scene, a scien- 
tific analysis of the faulty food is 
made anil the unhealthy condition 
is remedied. Prevention, rather 
than pi'osecution, is the apparent 
keynote. 

Hermann C. Lythgoe was born 
in Boston. Mass, on May 21, 1874. 
His parents were George Z. Lyth- 
goe and Judith A. (Bollmann) 
Lythgoe. He was educated at 
M.I.T., securing his B.S. degree in 
1896. Among his prominent con- 
temporaries were Paul W. Litch- 
field of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co. and William D. Cool- 
idge, electrical engineer. 

The first year after graduation 
found Mr. Lythgoe serving 
chemist at the Revere Rubber Co. 
The following year he was made 
assistant analyst of the Mass. 
State Dept, of Public Health. For 
forty-seven years he has given his 
best thought and energy to the 
increasingly important work of 
this vital branch of the state 
service. 

On June 11, 1901, he married 
Miss Maude E. Noyes of Win- 
throp. Mass. The couple have one 
son, Albert H. Lythgoe who, curi- 
ously enough, is not following in 
his father’s footsteps as a nation- 
ally-known chemist. He is busy 
carving out his own career along 
somewhat different lines. 

In 1907 Mr. Lythgoe was made 
chief analyst and seven years 
later was promoted to the position 
he has held ever since, namely, 
Director of the Food and Drug 
Division of the State Dept, of 
Public Health. Curiously enough, 
there are a number of his associ- 
ates living in Newton. Among 
them are Alton S. Pope, Deputy 
Commissioner under Paul J. Jak- 
mauh, living across the street 
from Mr. Lythgoe; Elliott S. Roh- 
inson. Director *of the Division of 
Biologic Laboratories, and Herbert 
L. Lombard, Director of the Di- 
vision of Adult Hygiene. 

One of the first things Mr. Lyth- 
goe had to do in his new assign- 
ment was to study and later 
revamp the cold storage and 
slaughtering laws of the state. 
The new laws were adopted prac- 
tically as he wrote them and there 
have been no alterations of any 
real importance since. 

Thirty people are employed in 
the Boston office, as follows: four- 
teen inspectors, five chemists, one 
bacteriologist, t w o laboratory 
helpers and eight clerks. Then, 
up in Westfield, whore Dr. Chad- 

ick in 1938 helped put up a 
laboratory, there are nine more 
employees, including two chemists, 
bacteriologist, three inspectors 
and three others. 

A number of honors have been 
bestowed upon this outstanding 
Newtonian. He is a Fellow of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and a 
Fellow of the American Institute 
of Chemists. He is a ’member of 
the American Chemical Society 
and past-President of the North- 
eastern section. In 1920 he was 
President of the American Asso- 
ciation Officials of Agricultural 
Chemists and he is now President 
of the Association of Food and 
Drug Officials of the United 
States. It is an interesting coin- 
cidence that only two men have 
ever held these two offices. One is 
Mr. Lythgoe and the other is Mr. 
Guy G. Frary of Vermillion, So. 
Dakota. When one man headed 
up one of these organizations, the 
other man presided over the other, 
and vice-versa. 

Our Newton friend has written 
many articles of a scientific na- 
ture for a variety of- magazines. 
For hobbies he indulges in ama- 
teur photography and music. It 
will be a real pleasure at some 
later date to make another call at 
36 Fair Oaks avenue and spend 
more time discussing this man’s 
hobbies, even though he hap very 
little time to devote to them. 

Mr. Guy G. Frary wrote a fine 
tribute to Mr. Lythgoe when the 
latter was presented an auto- 
graphed album not long ago. These 
were his words. — "Old Friend, you 
have served your good state well 
and efficiently and have been a 
loyal and helpful friend. May you 
enjoy the years ahead in freedom 
from the trials of public service, 
engaging in those hobbies and 
foibles which bring you most 
huppineHs.”

Air Raid Test 
To Be Held June 11 

— O — 

In the most extensive air raid 
test over held in the state, scores 
of Civil Air Patrol planes will drop 
almost a quarter of a million pa- 
per “bombs" op Massachusetts, 
Sunday afternoon, June 11, J. W. 
Farley, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety announced yesterday. 

The, test will be three-fold in 
purpose. Through arrangements 
made with F. W. Denio, state 
chairman of the War Finance 
Committee the "raid” will be the 
opening gun in the Fifth War Loan 
Drive which starts the following 
day, Monday, June 12. Through 
the cooperation of B. G. Waters, 
Jr., executive secretary of the 
Massachusetts Salvage Committee, 
Boy Scouts will salvage the paper 
missiles after the civilian defense 
forces have completed their test 
exercises. 

Major. Arthur H. Tully, execu- 
tive officer of the Massachusetts 
Wing Civil Air Patrol will be in 
charge of the intricate massing 
and movement of planes during 
the tests. 

The paper bombs to be used are 
those made from salvaged news- 
papers last December by the Mas- 
sachusetts Women’s Defense Corps 
for the scheduled air raid test of 
December 12. Inclement weather 
made it impossible for the planes 
to fly during that month and the 
bombs were stored away. 

Practically all volunteer organ- 
izations in the state will play their 
part in the air raid test. At pres- 
ent the Girl Scouts are affixing no- 
tices of the opening of the Fifth 
War Loan Dxive to the thousands 
of steamered bombs. 

The bombs will be dropped over 
the 43 cities and towns in Region 
5 and outside of the metropolitan 
area over the following cities: 
Brockton, Taunton, New Bedford, 
Fall River, Lynn, Lowell, Law- 
rence, Haverhill, Leominster, 
Fitchburg, Greenfield, North Ad- 
ams. Framingham, Worcester, 
Springfield and Pittsfield.

ATTO R N E Y G K N K R A L 
TRYING TO RESTORE 
VETS TO OLD JOBS 

The Attorney General’s office is 
preparing an opinion designed to 
clear up some of the intricate 
questions certain to arise when the 
GI Joes and G1 Josies come back 
home in force and apply for their 
old jobs. 

The right of returning service 
personnel to get back their pre- 
war employment — if still quali- 
fied to fill the position — was writ- 
ten into the original Selective 
Service act of 1940 like this: 

“If such person was in the em- 
ploy of a private employer, such 
employer shall restore such per- 
son to such position or to a posi- 
tion of like seniority, status, and 
pay unless the employer’s circum- 
stances have so changed as to 
make it impossible or unreason- 
able to do so.” 

Similar provision was made for 
employees 4 of Federal and local 
governments furloughed to the 
armed forces. 

But the law did not attempt to 
go into such complications as con- 
flicting seniorities between civil- 
ians and returned veterans. The 
possible case of the civilian em- 
ployee who stepped up into the 
superintendent’s post during the 
regular absence at the front, or 
the status of all concerned in a 
shop where jobs may have shrunk 
below the pre-war level. 

There has been no official in- 
terpretation on these things to 
date, and the questions expected 
to arise are numerous and devi- 
ous. 

The option of going back to for- 
mer work rests with the veteran 
who has 40 days after his dis- 
charge in which to apply for re- 
instatement to his job. If he elects 
to take other work, he naturally 
is free to do so. 

If the veteran seeks his old job 
and fails to get it, the law pro- 
vides that the local Federal dis- 
trict attorney shall become his 
representative in court, the court 
being directed to give the proceed- 
ing expedited hearing.

NATURALIZATION BUREAU 
DEFINED CITIZENSHIP 

“Women who are citizens of an- 
other country and married to 
Americans may enter the United 
States as non-quota immigrants. 
If the American soldier or sailor 
dies, however, his alien widow can- 
not enter the United States free 
of the regular quota. 

“Alien husbands of United 
States citizens, such as husbands 
of WACs or Army nurses, are 
not allowed to enter this coun- 
try outside the regular quota, but 
receive a preferred status under 
the quota. 

‘A child horn outside the United 
States having one parent who is 
not a citizen can ‘inherit’ citizen- 
ship by living in the United States 
for five years between the ages 
of 13 to 21."

What ii Fascism? What moti- 
vates it? And who are the bene- 
ficiaries? To evaluate Fascism it 
is necessary to have a clear con- 
cept of the enswera to the above 
questions. The apace alloted for 
this article will not permit a de- 
tailed analysis gf the subject; but 
at least we can remove to some ex- 
tent the superficial garments that 
clothe the Fascist political and eco- 
nomic system, and the footsteps 
lending to Fascist ascendancy to 
power; also the elements of society 
that contributed to and are directly 
benefited by the fascist system. Of 
late there has been a noticeable 
trend to look to leaders rather 
than the motivating cause that 
gives the leader his authority, thus 
we lose* sight of the real issues in- 
volved. Looking for a Moses is 
portent of decadency, this mental 
attitude is fatal to individual lib- 
erty; it admits inability to under- 
stand or cope with political and 
economic issues relevant to our 
welfare. When a people manifest 
neglect, indifference or ignorance 
regarding the politics and economic 
forces that shapes their national 
destiny, they open the door to the 
Ismist with his short cut to the 
promised land. 

Fascism is defined under the new 


word listing in Webster’s New In- 
ternational Dictionary ns follows: 
“Any strongly centralized auto- 
cratic national regime with severe- 
ly nationalistic policies, exercis- 
ing regimentation of industry, com- 
merce, and finance, rigid censor- 
ship, and forcible suppression of 
opposition.” To this definition may 
also be added the control of ,labor 
and religion. 

Raymond Gram Swing, in Fore- 
runners of American Fascism 
writes: “Fascism is a reorganiza- 
tion of society to maintain unequal 
distribution of economic power 
and a substitution of barbaric val- 
ues for individualist civilization.” 

The Fascist Ideology is not an 
appeal to the finer qualities of the 
human mind but to th grosser ele- 
ments. The selfish, the tyrannical, 
the deceptive, and egotistical. The 
motivating cause of Fascism can 
be briefly summed up with two 
words, power and profits. 

Let it be thoroughly understood 
that the Fascist economic concept 
is not limited to a particular racial 
group, coalition of nations or con- 
tinental division; Rather it is as 
universal as the minds which re- 
flect its underlying vicious char- 
acteristics. To function, Fascism 
only needs organization and finan- 
cial support, and an apathetic pub- 
lic to sanction it. Because of its 
aggressive and autocratic charac- 
teristics Fascism is a threatening 
peril to the liberty of all people,

and an implacable foe to all forms 
of democratic government. There- 
fore, the imperative necessity for 
ench citizen to be alert to its subtle 
aggressive mntorial and mental 
modus operandi. • 

In Italy, Germany, and Spain 
the Heavy Industries, Big Land 
owners, and International Bank- 
ing Syndicates financed the Fas- 
cist movement to implement the de- 
struction of democratic govern- 
ments that were beginning to func- 
tion in European countries. 

Mussolini’s Fascist party in It- 
aly was financed by: The Fiat 
Automobile Co., Fuenie Oil Corpor- 
ation, The Landowners Associa- 
tion. This group is a holdover from 
the feudal system, and has suc- 
cessfully resisted agrarian reform 
for centuries, it is made up of 
royalty and non-productive aris- 
tocracy; their undemocratic atti- 
tude is the contributing cause of 
the wretched and impoverished con- 
dition of the Italian tenant farmer. 
Confederazione Gcnerale dell’In- 
dustria, Banca Commerciale of 
Milan, Banca Italiana di Sconto, 
also supported Fascism in Italy. 

Until the Big Landowners, Car- 
tels, Coni, Steel and Chemical in- 
dustries came into the picture the 
Fascist movement in Germany 
made only mediocre progress. The 
monopolies# gave Hitler and his 
ambitious political malcontents the 
gren light on the hghway to power. 
The commercial press followed thp 
industrialists’ lead and supported 
the New Order with a flood of anti- 
democratic propaganda, facts were 
ignored; but racial superiority and 
national supremacy made the head- 
lines. True a few city dailies and 
the small town weeklies exposed 
Hitler’s double dealing and warned 
the German people of consequences 
if they elected Hitler to power. 

But the press with the limited 
circulation was only a voice cry- 
ing in the wilderness. Htler’s so- 
cialism with Karl Marx amputated 
would cure all economic, social and 
political ills. It is a predominant 
trait of Fascism to make it easy 
for its victims to imbibe the dream 
nectar of Fascist ideology. But 
the digestion is always bitter.

A lecture , to which all were wel- 
come, was delivered last Friday 
. evening at First Church of Christ, 
Scientist of Newton By Harry C. 
Browne, C. S., of New York City 
who spoke on the subject, "Chris- 
tian Science: The Gospel of the 
Comforting Christ.” The lecturer 
was introduced by Edmands P. 
Lingham, First Reader, who said: 

it is recorded in Luke’s Gospel 
that the seventy disciples, return- 
ing to Jesus, rejoiced that the ap- 
• plication of his teachings resulted 
in healing every manner of dis- 
ease among the people and further 
it states that he said to them: 
"Blessed are the eyes which see 
the things which ye see; for I tell 
you, that many prophets and 
kings have desired to see /those 
things which ye s,ee, and have not 
seen them, and to hear those 
things which ye hear and have 
not heard them.” 

' Mary Baker Eddy, the Discover- 
er and Founder of Christian Sci- 
ence, organized the Church of 
Christ, Scientist " — to commemo- 
rate the word and works of our 
Master, which should reinstate 
primitive Christianity and its lost 
element of healing.” (Manual, p. 
17) Christian Scientists, as did the 
disciples of old, rejoice that they 
are witnessing and experiencing 
'healings which are accomplished 
by applying the same law Christ 
Jesus demonstrated. Truly, we are 
fortunate ‘and grateful to be liv- 
ing in this day and age, seeing the 
things which vte see, and hearing 
the things which we hear. 

In behalf of the members of this 
Church, I welcome you to this lec- 
ture, and take great pleasure in 
introducing Mr. Harry C. Browne 
.of New York City, a member of 
the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Chlirch. The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, who 
will address us on the subject: 
"Christian Science: The Gospel of 
the Comforting Christ.” 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows : 

How happily most of us respond to 
good news, and how some become de- 
pressed at the bad ! Good news com- 
forts, strengthens, and refreshes us. 
Nearly everyone wants to hear good 
news; and it goes without saying 
that you have come here tonight 
expecting to hear good news about 
God and His Christ. 

To many people uninstructed as to 
trua goodness, what seems good news 
to one may be evil news to another, 
and the evil may seem good. Mary 
Baker Eddy, who discovered and 
founded Christian Science, states In 
one of her books. “Miscellaneous 
Writings” <p. 13). "Seek the Anglo- 
Saxon tern, for God, and you will 
find it to be good; then define good 
as God. and you will find that good 
omnipotence, has all power; it fills 
all space, being omnipresent; hence, 
there is neither place nor power left 
for evil.” 

Good, or God’s news, must also be 
rue news, for God and Truth are 
ne. "The Lord he is God; there is 
one else beside him," the Bible 
ncouragingly assures us. Naturally, 
hen, all evil or bad news must be 
alse and untrue, possessing neither 
ow'er nor actuality, presence nor 
telligence. 

The truth about God which Chrls- 
ian Science reveals rouses the dor- 
ant understanding of those who 
re disappointed and weary with 
arth’s falsities. For this truth con- 
lsts of the provable, understandable, 
piritual facts about God, man, and 
'e universe, and the Holy Bible is 
lied with promises of God’s guid- 
nce and care to those who love and 
’orship Him understanding^. Christ 
esus said, “God is a Spirit: and 
ey that worship him must worship 
im in spirit and in truth.” Can 
ere be any doubt, then, that it be- 
mes our privilege as Christians to 
orship the Father “in spirit and 
truth"? We must do this if we 
e to experience the blessings of 
alth and prosperity promised by 
od. Christian Science is alone ca- 
ble of permanently comforting 
ffering humanity and pointing the 
ay to everlasting peace and glory 
ijy? Because Christian Science pre- 
nts the gospel of Christ, the spirit- 
1 idea of God, who is "infinite 
ind, Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, 
uth, Love” (Science and Health, 
465). 

The Everlasting Gospel 

In the New Testament we read of 
sus and his disciples preaching 
e gospel and healing the sick. We 
o note that men are lovingly com- 
nded to believe in the gospel and 
publish or circulate it. The word

Where did thin bad news originate? 
Well, it Is like asking. “Where did 
four and four Is nine come •rrom?” 
It never originated ns a reality, and 
in the light of Christian Science the 
whole history of material creation 
Is the lie of the carnal mind, the 
•mist" which went up from the earth. 
As Mrs. Eddy says In "Miscellaneous 
Writings” (p. 30), “ 'There went up a 
mist from the earth (matter];’ and 
the mist of materialism will vanish 
as we approach spirituality, the 
realm of reality; cleanse our yves In 
Christ's righteousness; bathe in the 
baptism of Spirit, and awake in His 
likeness." This account of spiritual 
creation given us in Chapter 1 of 
Genesis, understood as the truth of 
being, protects us from the unreal 
inroads of materialism, which are 
the underlying causes of all sin. dis- 
ease, and death. 

To Moses came also God’s revela- 
tion of the Ten Commandments, 
through obedience to which men 
learn to know God and His good- 
ness to the children of men. 

Later, because Isaiah was hunger- 
ing for the knowledge of God, God 
revealed to this prophet the Christ 
the spiritual Idea of God, of whom 
he said, "The government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsel- 
lor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the 


sickness and sin. This good news is 
Christian Science, revealing the 
Comforter, the Christ, Truth, which 
lends us Into all truth and estab- 
lishes the kingdom of God within 
us. Science reveals this “wlthinness." 
In Mrs. Eddy's words (Science and 
Health, p. 476), "‘The kingdom of 
Ood Is within you;' that is, Truth 
and Love reign In the real man, 
showing that man In God’s Image is 
unfallen and eternal." Thus, the 
reign of God and His comforting 
Christ Is already with as. The truth 
is unfolded through theflove of God. 

Christ Explained 

This holy gospel of the Christ, the 
spiritual idea of God, has always 
been preached, even before the days 
of Jesus of Nazareth, who more than 
any other man exemplified the 
Christ, or Son of God, and Christian 
Science explains this Christ as 
"Jesus' spiritual selfhood; therefore 
Christ existed," Mrs. Eddy states, 
“prior to Jesus" (Message for 1901, 
p. 8). 

Our Master’s beloved disciple, John, 
affectionately wrote these words of 
the Christ: "For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begot- 
ten 8on, that whosoever belleveth In 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not 
his Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved." And 


In Improved conditions of every kind. 
We should expect health, expect suc- 
cess, expect victory, expect salvation, 
for these are qualities of the divine 
Mind, or Christ constantly being ex- 
pressed ns man. 

A Christian Science practitioner 
called one day upon a family which 
had become her neighbor. She found 
a mpther and small daughter, the 
latter so crippled with infantile pa- 
ralysis that she had to ase crutches, 
and the condition of her feet, pre- 
vented her wearing shoes. The child’s 
affliction seemed to weigh heavily on 
the mother. Very wisely, but with 
sweet compassion, the practitioner 
assured her of God's loving care for 
all His children. The mother, how- 
ever, had accepted the verdict of the 
doctor that there was little hope of 
the child’s recovery. The practitioner 
then asked the mother if she had 
ever heard of Christian Science, and 
related several instances proving 
God's ability and willingness to 
ovei'copie physical conditions pro- 
nounced incurable or fatal, all of 
which was listened to most eagerly 
by the child. With some more com- 
forting words the practitioner left. 

The following morning she heard a 
knock at her door, and upon opening 
it found the little girl, on crutches, 
carrying a bundle under her arm. 
The practitioner invited her into the 
living room and asked her to lay 
aside the little bundle and be seated. 



increase of his government and 
peace," Isaiah said, "there shall be 
no end.” Truly, good news, indeed! 

Fulfillment of this prophecy is 
found in the New Testament. It 
was first heralded by the angels to 
the watchful shepherds in Bethle- 
hem: "Behold, I bring you good tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord." 

So came Jesus, ’/the human herald 
i of Christ, Truth," Mrs. Eddy states 
j (Science and Health, Pref., p. vil), 

! preaching the healing gospel of 
Christianity, revealing the kingdom 
I of heaven a hand, oesus’ under- 
I standing of this truth enabled him 
to destroy the errors of disease, sin, 

I and death. Jesus came illustrating 
I the coincidence between cause and 
I effect. Cause and effect can be traced 
through every action of Jesus' min- 
istry. For example, he saw the noth- 
ingness of mortal mind or matter 
body, and saw cause as divine Mind, 
and health resulted. For supply he 
saw Mind as substance, as cause, 
source — source of all that Is— and 
needs were met. For joy he turned 
to Spirit as cause, for joy is spiritual. 
For Life he turned to Spirit, God, as 
cause, for he said, "It is the spirit 
that quickeneth [giveth life]; the 
flesh proflteth nothing." 

Jesus’ earthly experience was 
Drief to human sense, but behold the 
glorious revelation given us in Jesus’ 
scientific healing work of three 
years! 

Jesus knew through the under- 
standing of the Christ that God’s 
creation is spiritual, not material. 
This teaching and the healing proofs 
he gave of his teaching so enraged 
the scholastic theologians of his 
time that they brought about his 
crucifixion. 

Thus came the sad news of the 
crucifixion of Jesus, and God's king- 
dom indeed seemed dark and even 
lost; but suddenly there broke the 
good news of Jesus’ resurrection 
from the tomb, followed later by his 
glorified ascension. Jesus’ demon- 
stration (A'er death and the grave 
even more than all his teachings, 
inspired his students to become his 
followers in deed as well as in name, 
for they, too, preached the gospel 
of salvation and did many healing 
works. 

What comforting news Christ 
Jesus brought to a suffering world, 
bouiui by ritualism, creed, Ignorance, 
and sin! Bu. there was still more 
good news which the people of his 
time were not spiritually prepared 
to receive. He frankly told his dis- 
ciples, "I have yet many things to 
say unto you, but ye cannot bear 
them now Howbelt when he, the 
Spirit of truth, Is come, he will 
guide you int i all truth," and again. 
’And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you for ever." 
Jesus desired his disciples to look to 
the Christ, Truth, the Messiah, 
rather than to his person for the 
healing, comforting presence of God. 

And finally, we read In Revelation, 
the last book of the Bible, the good 
news of the woman who would bring 
forth the man-child -the spiritual 
Idea of God- destined to rule all the 
nations of the world, fulfilling the 
prophecy of Isaluh. it is the great 
privilege of the |H*oplu of this age to 
wltnes.-i the appearing of the Christ 
through the Inspired teachings of 
(kJtuy Baker biddy yi the healing of 


wo are truly Indebted to Mrs. Eddy 
for a satisfactory explanation of this 
invisible saving Christ and the hu- 
manly visible Jesus. Let me quoi 
directly from her textbook. "8cienf 
and Health with Key to the Scrir 
tures" (p. 333) : "The advent of Jesi 
of Nazareth marked the first centui 
of the Christian era. but the Chri 
is without beginning of years or en 
of days. Throughout all generation 
both before and after the Christie) 
era. the Christ, as the spiritual idea 
—the reflection of God.— has comi 
with some measure of power and 
grace to all prepared to receive 
Christ, Truth." 

Mrs. Eddy also gives us a figura- 
tive explanation of God and Christ 
and man when she writes (The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, and 
Miscellany, p. 344) : “If we say that 
the sun stands for God, then all his 
rays collectively stand for Christ, 
and each separate ray for men and 
women. God the Father is greater 
than Christ, but Christ is ’one with 
the Father.’ and so the mystery is 
scientifically explained. There can 
be but one Christ." 

The spiritual idea of God, or Christ, 
has for many centuries been gradu- 
ally unfolding itself to the human 
consciousness through the activity 
o ¥ the divine Mind. In the degree 
that all evil, wickedness, sickness, 
and death, the carnal mind, spoken 
of by Paul as "enmity against God,’ 
is seen for what it is — enmity 
against God— it is good news, for 
we know that it is no part of the 
reality of being, as it is not found in 
the all-inclusiveness of God, good. 

By the very nature of evil or mat- 
ter, however, it must eventually de- 
stroy itself, for it opposes itself, In 
belief, to the life-giving, perpetuat- 
ing, harmonizing spiritual qualities 
of God. All that seems to be antag- 
onistic to God and His Son or Christ 
is classified as anti-Christ. John 
makes the following explanation in 
the Bible: “He Is antichrist, that 
denleth the Father and the Son. 
Whosoever denieth the Son. the 
same hath not the Father: I but] 
he that acknowledgeth the Son hath 
the Father also." 

How grateful we are that God’s 
Cl)rist does live among us. and we 
are receiving many blessings from 
him. For the Christ-consciousness 
healing sickness and destroying sin. 
is the sunshine of Love, banishing 
the darkness of earth. Love does not 
dwell in isolation. Love goes forth 
arm In arm with all the sons and 
daughters of God. The radiance of 
Love glows lull-orbed in the freedom 
of man. 

Expectation Helpful in Healing 
One of the helps to acquiring the 
consciousness of the Christ, or Truth, 

Is the quality of expectancy. The 
Psalmist David said. "My soul, wait 
thou only upon God; for my expecta- 
tion Is from him." No matter what 
evil may try to make us believe 
right where the evidence before the 
physical senses is most discouraging 
and depressing, there Is our heavenly 
Father-Mother God, "which seeth in 
secret," tenderly caring for us. Chris- 
tian Science opens our consciousness 
to be constantly expectant of the 
ever-present spiritual good which ex- 
ists in unlimited abundance. Splrit- 
ua* goodness is all there really is. 
and includes health and prosperity 
freedom and Joy. We cannot really 
expect from God anything but good, 
and Hus expectancy finds expression 


The child said: "I’ve come to ask 
you to tell me more about God. You 
said yesterday that if we understood 
Him better He would quickly heal 
us." With the child's open-minded 
expectancy of good, the r ractitioner 
had little difficulty feeding her con- 
sciousness with simple, helpful state- 
ments of her unity with God or 
good, and of her divine ability 
through Christ to rise above the so- 
called laws of contagion and disease 
by knowing that there was no law 
but God’s blessed law of Life, Truth, 
and Love. Many healing scientific 
truths were explained to the child 
Suddenly she stood upright on her 
feet without the aid of her crutches 
and said in great joy. “Please let me 
have my bundle." The practitioner 
complied. As the little girl excitedly 
opened thg paper wrapping, there 
appeared a pair of little shoes. Be- 
fore the practitioner realized It. she 
said, "Why, you brought your shoes!" 
"Yes, ma'am.” said the child, "I ex- 
pected God to heal me." 

Oh, let there be in your thoughts 
such a sense of the expectancy of 
God's promised liberation from fear 
of suffering and sorrow that many 
will leave this lecture healed of their 
discords! Displace the bad news of 
disease, or your inability to be of 
help to yourselves and others, with 
the gospel of Love and Truth found 
in the Bible through Mrs. Eddy's 
teachings. You will find through 
your sincere study and practice of 
Christian Science that you are not 
helpless nor forsaken, not frustrated 
nor defeated, not bound nor para- 
lyzed, but active, whole, free at all 
times to express your true being as . 
the perfect, harmonious child of 1 
God. 

Circulation of the Comforting Christ 

Paul wrote to the church at Cor- 
inth: "Blessed be God. even the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of mercies, and the God of 
all comfort; who comforteth us in all 
our tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God." 
The word "comfort," as you know 
Is derived from two Latin words 
“cum” meaning "with.” and "fortls" 
meaning "strength." Then comfort 
means "with strength." To comfort 
one in trouble with words of Truth 
and Love quiets the anxious and 

fearful mortal thought, and restores 
one’s God-given, normal, natural 
strength and peace. And we who 
have been copiforted of God should 
comfort others with reassurim 
words of His goodness and mere 
We must replace their thoughts c 
grief, sin, fear, weakness, or pair, 
with the comforting thoughts of Joy 
holiness, and harmony. 

God created us In His likeness i 
express His divine, loving nature 
and we do this as we encourage 
cheer, sustain, correct, and insplri 
with comforting words of Truth ami 
lx)ve those who are fearful, willful, 
disobedient. But unless we con- 
stantly and consistently use our 
God-given talent for comforting, we 
may lose It, for we are udmonlshed 
wisely by Christ Jesus that the one 
unused talent is taken away. God 's 
man, your real self, needs no*com- 
fortlng, but the human or mortal 
self, uninslrucleU by Science in the 
Word of God. certainly does need It 
We read In the Old Testament book 
oi Ecclesiastes, "Cast thy broad upon 
Hie waters, lor Uiou slyjl find ll 


after many days." In other words, 
good thoughts and deeds, put into 
circulation, will some day find their 
way back to us. 

According to the dictionary, “cir- 
culation" means "the act of moving 
around, or sending from place to 
| place." But spiritually understood 
i circulation means activity of 
thoughts or Ideas. As Ideas or good 
thoughts originate In Mind or God 
and are constantly being expressed 
by man, their circulation cannot 
really be Impeded, stagnated, or ob- 
structed. Our work at present Is to 
keep active in thought those quali- 
ties of Christian character which 
enable us to unfold to our true 
selfhood. 

In the article, "One Cause and 
Effect," found in "Miscellaneous 
Writings" (p. 22), Mrs. Eddy says 
that "all true thoughts revolve in 
God’s orbits: they come from God 
and return to Him;" so, naturally, 
as we pattern this divine activity 
and cast the bread of Life, tfte words 
of Truth and Love, upon the waters 
of mortal, human experience, we 
shall find it returning and blessing 
us after many days. Jesus himself 
stated substantially that he came 
from God and returned to God 
| (John 16:28), and our Master saw 
| clearly the necessity for circulating 
through human demonstration the 
qualities of Christ which unfolded 
his unity with God, and by parables 
and healings he maintained his 
Christly mission as the Way-shower. 
Let me read to you from the twenty- 
fifth chapter of Matthew's Gospel 
what Is considered one of the most 
Illuminating passages of the Bible, 
illustrating the connection of 
Christly deeds with God’s apprecia- 
tion and approval. 

"When the Son of man shall come 
In his glory, and all the holy angels, 
with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: 

"And before him shall be gathered 
all nations: and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep from the 
goats. 

"And he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but .the goats on the 
left. 

"Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand. Come, ye 
blessed of my Father. Inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world. 

"For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me drink: I was a stranger 
and ye took me in: 

"Naked, and ye clothed me: I was 
sick, and ye visited me: I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me. 

"Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee 
an hungred. and fed thee? or thirsty, 
and gave the* drink? 

"When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in? or naked, and 
clothed thee? 

"Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee? 

"And the King shall answer and 
say u,nto them. Verily I say unto 
you. Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me." 

As we practice the Golden Rule 
doing unto others as we would have 
them do unto us. we shall complete 
the spiritual, divine contact,. where- 
by we feel the warmth of God s love, 
the power of His truth, and the light 
of His Word. And we readily agree 
that counterfeits and limitations are 
nonconductors of God's thoughts to 
man. 

The transmission of good thoughts 
is from God. and as we steadfastly 
refuse to circulate evil thoughts, 
that is. giving them neither power 
nor room in our thinking, we become 
aware only of the circulation of 
good. Good circulation is considered 
by the materialists an evidence or 
sign of health in the body. We do 
not, however, have good health be- 
cause we have good circulation. On 
the contrary, we have good circula- 
tion because we have good health. 

‘ Health." Christian Science explains 
(Science and Health, p. 120), "is not 
a condition of matter, but of Mind.” 
Health, then, is our normal, natural I 
state as God’s reflection. As we hu- j 
manly think or ponder good 
thoughts, we aid and accelerate the 
circulation of Truth in conscious- 
ness. and false, evil beliefs which 
stagnate and clog our thinking are 
expelled. 

Suffering Is caused by refusing 
to circulate thoughts of Truth 
and Love, by rebelling against God’s 
command to love Him supremely 
and our neighbor as ourselves. Re- 
bellious, resentful, stubborn, mali- 
cious, or fearful thoughts act as an 
obstructing, paralyzing, congesting, 
opposing force in the human con- 
sciousness to the oncoming stream 
of right Ideas proceeding from God. 
the divine Mind, and there is conse- 
quent lack of harmony and normal 
activity called disease. 

Impure conditions and Irregular 
circulation in the body are the 
visible evidences of wrong states 
of consciousness. The human 
heart is said to be the source of 
circulation of the blood, but heart 
spiritually and scientifically under- 
stood is love, the fountainhead of 
right motives, unselfish desires, and 
high and holy purposes. Christ Jesus 
saw this clearly when he healed the 
man with the withered hand. Know- 
ing the perfect co-ordination that 
existed between the motive and the 
act. heart and hand, he said. "Stretch 
forth thine hand.” In other words, 
let your hand be motivated by good 

impulses, holy desires. Reach out 
to help others. Perhaps the man’s 
heart as well as his hand had with- 
ered from lack of use, the result of 
selfishness and greed, but with the 
revival of thoughts of mercy, loving- , 
kindness, generosity, and expectancy 
inspirea by the Christliness of Jesus, 
ihcre was an immediate restoration 
of bodily strength and activity, and 
he stretched it forth; and it was 
restored whole, like as the other." | 
He began to give instead of trying 
to get. He awakened to the place of 
good In giving as wel’ as receiving, j 
and his entire body responded to this i 
obedience to the saying of Jesus, i 
"It Is more blessed to give than 
to receive." As the great truths of 
God’s goodness are shared with 
others, righteous activity la mani- 
fested. The Christlanly scientific 
giving out of hope. Joy. love, affec- 
tion, courage, forgiveness can melt 
away any seeming growth of selfish- 
ness; wash away any poisonous ele- 
ment of envy and hatred; can heal 
any cutting soreness of criticism; 
and can awaken us from any stupe- 
fying. apathetic manifestation of 
sensualism or materialism, proving 
Pauls vital words, "I can do all 
things through Christ which j 
strengtheneth me;" in other words, 

I can do all things through Christ, 1 
which comforteth nie. 

Mrs. Eddy's C ontribution to the 
Gospel • 

Christ Jesus' loving example of i 
studious, tireless, painstaking effort 
to give wise’ • ami generously of his 
treasures of Truth and Love to sick, 
sinful, suffering humanity was fol- 1 


lowed closely by Mrs. Eddy. Her 
biographies, written by unbiased au- 
thors. reveal a capacity for labor 
and wisdom equaled by few. The 
outpouring of her teachings, reach- 
ing and comforting world-wide hu- 
, manlty, returned to Mrs. Eddy in 
Joyously beholding the successful es- 
tablishment of her church with its 
many activities, and in her latter 
days she experienced the abundance 
of home, friends, money, and well- 
being. Truly, the bread which Mrs. 
Eddy cast upon the waters returned 
abundantly to bless her after many 
days. 

Mrs. Eddy came of New England 
Puritan parentage. She was brought 
up in a God-loving atmosphere. It 
Is not to be wondered at that Mrs 
Eddy was so spiritually inclined and 
had such a natural desire to know 
God’s comforting presence and 
power, when we consider that among 
the great trutns she was early taught 
by her saintly mother were the 
words, "God is able to raise you up 
from sickness;" and again, the words 
of Christ Jesus: "And these signs 
shall follow them that believe; . . 
they shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover" (Science and 
Health, p. 359;. These seeds of Truth 
planted in the consciousness of little 
Mary Baker were destined to remain 
for some time unfolded and unseen, 
for her beautiful childhood was fol- 
lowed by great hardships — sorrow, 
separation, suffering, and frustra- 
I tlon were to be her portion. But 
though she experienced years of in- 
validism and went through most try- 
ing situations, she steadfastly kept 
her faith In God. The seeds of good 
planted by her mother and father 
and the loving ministers of the gos- 
pel of her day. were nourished by 
this faith, and they finally blossomed 
into full flower with her Instantane- 
ous healing from what seemed to be 
a fatal accident in 1866. When all 
other mental and material means 
had failed her, Mrs. Eddy was raised 
from a bed of suffering by the com- 
forting hand of God. 

For three years after her recov- 
ery she devoted all her time to the 
work of discovering the Science of 
her healing, and as the result of 
this unselfish labor, the world today 
has the gospel of Christian Science. 
Christian Science offers to all ifton- 
klnd a demonstrable understanding 
of the Bible, thus proving the Bible s 
own teaching, and making that God- 
inspired volume an open book for all 
to read and understand. The Bible 
was the work of inspired men whose 
mentality was prepared to receive 
God s Word, and the Scriptures must 
be spiritually Interpreted in order 
to grasp their true meaning. 

Mrs. Eddy aroused world-wide dis- 
approval when she boldly declared 
that the allness of God, Spirit, or 
Mind, revealed the nothingness of 
matter or evil with all its diseases, 
sin. and death. She knew that hu- 
manity needed to learn the falsity 
of all conclusions based on belief in 
matter, and alone she began her 
gigantic task of world redemption 
from sin and disease, satisfied in her 
heart that what had been God- 
revealed to her would be God-sus- 
tained and nourished. When we con- 
sider what she accomplished in her 
earthly experience, we can under- 
hand why Mrs. Eddy has been des- 
ignated by disinterested persons as 
the outstanding woman of the twen- 
tieth century. 

As we individually appreciate the 
great good which we have experi- 
enced as a result of Mrs. Eddy’s dis- 
covery of Christian Science, as we 
contemplate its present far-reach- 
ing influence on public affairs and 
the possibilities yet to be attained 
of world-wide peace through her 
teachings, we are reminded through 
the words of the prophet Isaiah 
"How beautiful upon the mountains 
are the feet of him that bringeth 
good tidings, that publisheth peace: 
that bringeth good tidings of good, 
that publisheth salvation: that saith 
unto Zion, Thy God reigneth!" 

Winning the War and Peace through 
Prayer 

Today humanity is faced with the 
mighty problem of winning the war 
and acquiring lasting peace. The 
blessings of liberty have been ruth- 
lessly taken from millions, and the 
Christian way of living, which our 
forefathers instituted and we have 
enjoyed. Is seriously threatened 
Despotic forces are trying to wreck 
Christian civilization with promises 
of a new order. These evil conspira- 
tors came into power because mate- 
rial prosperity had produced among 
our Christian nations a feeling of 
self-satisfaction, ease, and safety in 
materiality, and blind to the coming 
storm, we became lax and apathetic 
to the preservation of Christian 
ideals. Our spiritual standards were 
lowered, and evil-minded men. sens- 
ing the lessening of moral courage 
and Christian character, sprang Uito 
action and blitzed the weaker na- 
tions before they could awaken and 
protect themselves from the on- 
slaught of engulfing materialism 
and paganism. Those Christian 
countries where God’s laws are to a 
degree recognized, have partially 
awakened and are today the de- 
fenders of those less prepared na- 
tions, and the gospel of the comfort- 
ing Christ preached by Jesus and 
spiritually Interpreted by Mrs. Eddy, 
should be given to the whole world 
that all may know God, "from the 
least . . . unto the greatest." 

The substitution of the doctrine oi | 
force for the doctrine of right, the • 
doctrine of racial and nationalistic 
superiority for the doctrine of “one 
God and Father of all." must fail 
for they express the antichrist. The 
history of the world shows that when 
a people have forgotten God ana 
His Christ, their demoralization has 
begun. Mrs Eddy assures us that 
"Christ. God’s idea, will eventually 
rule all nations and peoples — lm 
peratively. absolutely, finally— with 
divine Science" iSclence and Health, 
p 565). The forces of Satan are 
doomed, for they include only their 
doom and their self-destruction, and 
their final extermination must come 
through their own sin of denying 
the fatherhood of God and the broth- 
erhood of man. 

As Christian Scientists we can 
keep love uppermost in our hearts, 
even though compelled for the mo- 
ment to defend ourselves against 
wrongdoing with material weapons 
in order that the evil may not de- 
stroy the goor’ in human conscious- 
ness. 

Never in the history of the world 
was there a greater call for conse- 
cration to the cause of scieuufic 
Christianity than there is today, and 
we can do no better than to follow 
the words of St. Paul, written nearly 
two thousand years ago to the Ephe- 
sians, for our suitable defense: 

"Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God. that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil day. 
and having done all. to stand. 

"Stand therefore, having your loins 
girl about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness; 
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, "And your feet shod with the prep- 
aration of the gorpel of pear/*; 

I "Above all. raking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 

"And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which 
la the word of God.” 

We must take a firm stand on the 
side of Truth, on the side of God. or 
good; as a loving hymn encourages 
us to "side with God. and win!" 
(ChrLstlan Science Hymnal. No. 296 ) 
There Is no other side. We must 
know that we fight a good fight, for 
"If God be for ua" (and He certainly 
ia), "who can be against ua?" We 
must continue to know that with 
God’s help we can put down every 
claim of evil to presence, power. 
Intelligence, or activity. The task 
may seem difficult, the strength 
small, the resistance great, the temp- 
tation to stop in the middle of the 
fight almost irresistible. Yet we are 
lovingly encouraged to endure to the 
end, to the end of the storm, for the 
evil must eventually destroy Itself, 
leaving mankind and the world 
purer, holler, happier, and healthier 
for the experience. 

Our present limited spiritual un- 
derstanding of God makes it of ut- 
most Importance that we recognize 
our inability to do anything success- 
fully without God’s help, who, as 
divine Mind, maintains His spiritual 
universe and man in perfect, eternal 
harmony. The medium through 
which this help will come is the 
prayer of spiritual understanding. 

Our nation was founded on faith 
in a supreme Being governing the 
universe and all mankind. “In God 
we trust," is found upon our coins. 
And it Is our privilege and duty at 
this time to turn humbly and prayer- 
fully to God in joyous expectancy of 
His continual providence and pro- 
tection, not only for our nation but 
for all the nations of the earth. 
We should take time each day 
prayerfully to acknowledge the 
goodness of the kingdom of God at 
hand and within as The glorious 
record of our men and women in 
the fighting forces reaching out to 
God for help in their great extrem- 
ity, and finding Him, is the most 
heartening news of the war Let us. 
f then, know each day beginning with 
our chief executive down to the hum- 
blest worker in the ranks that the 
wisdom, power, and love of God are 
ever present to counsel and guide, to 
comfort and cheer, to bless and sus- 
tain them. We must pray also that 
our legislators see now the positive 
need to plan and formulate the 
great articles of peace which plana 
will follow the cessation of the pres- 
ent conflict. Too often has victory 
been snatched away through lack of 
preparation, so the peace must be as 
unstintingly worked and prayed for 
as must be the furtherance of the 
war effort.

Then, and not until 
then, will come to men that "peace 
of God. which passeth all under- 
standing." 

Let us awaken ourselves and others 
to the mighty force of the kingdom 
of God within us. Preach the gospel, 
thi good news of the comforting, 
saving Christ, of the all-loving, all- 
knowing, all-wise, all-enduring, and 
all-mightv Father-Mother God. in 
whom we dwell together as one holy, 
harmonious, free people. Let us Joy- 
fully acknowledge this God and 
Father of us all and His Christ 
our real selfhood, but, most of 
all. keep before us the words— the 
helpful words — of our revered Leader 
in Miscellany (p. 279). which embody 
the rule for ending the war and es- 
tablishing the peace: "The First 
Commandment in the Hebrew Deca- 
logue — ’Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me’ — obeyed, is sufficient 
to still all strife. God is the divine 
Mind. Hence the sequence: Had all 
peoples one Mind. peace f would 
reign." 

Let us all unite in this prayer for 
the government of the one Mind.

Must Submit Gas 

Applications Ten 
Days In Advance 

All applicants for gasoline ra- 
tions should submit their applica- 
tions at least 1 ft days in advance 
of renewal dates to local OPA 
boards, so that there will be no 
delay in receiving coupons from 
the new* OPA mail Issuance cen- 
ters. , 

j Under a new OPA system, now 
in operation, gas rations will he 
mailed direct to the consumer al- 
though local OPA boards will still 
pass on eligibility. There will he 
eight issuance centers for Massa- 
chusetts, four of which are now 
in operation. Location of the is- 
suance centers will not be made 
known to the public. 

Provisions have been made for 
local boards to take care of emer- 
gency rations such as military 
transfers and furloughs. 

ODT applicants will have to 
appear at the local board to make 
out applications and to present 
their Form CWX 10 for renewal 
of their rations. No rations will 
be issued on ODT certificates un- 
til the applicant files his appli- 
cation. ODT applications for third 
ouarter rations may be filed at 
local boards from now on. 

The issuance centers will sim- 
plify clerical work {or the boards 
and will make for a more stream- 
lined procedure in handling ration 
currency. The action, designed to 
take the workload off ration 
boards in largely populated ssec- 
tions is part of a national pro- 
gram to provide centers having a 
high degree of physical safekeep- 
ing standards — where the coupons 
are inaccessible to breaks bv bur- 
glars. 

Newton “Y” To 
Have Day Camp 

The Newton Y.M.C.A. is to have 
a day camp. "Camp Massasoit.” 
this summer for nine weeks, start- 
ing on Monday. June 26. and fin- 
ishing on Saturday. Aug. 26. The 
camp activities will be carried on 
at the “Y” using the indoor and 
outdoor equipment — athletic field, 
tennis courts, swimming pool, gym- 
nasium. craft shop and came room. 
The camp will be directed by Rich- 
ard B. Simmons. Physical Direc- 
tor. 

Camp Massasoit will' have three 
separate divisions with a program 
for each division, the Cadets — boys 
eight and nine years of age and 
who have completed the second 
grade in school. Juniors — who are 
at least ten years of age but are 
not in Junior High School, and 
Junior High School boys who are 
in the seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades in school. Enrollment in 
the Cadet camp will be limited to 
fifty bo» and to one hundred boys 
in the Junior and Junior High 
School camps. 

Through varied programs and 
experiences the camp will provide 
an opportunity for boys to enjoy 
camp activities, whose parents are 
busy in war work, and who must 
remain at home all or a part cf 
the summer. A capable staff of 
counsellors will give instruction in 
baseball, softball, archery, tennis, 
swimming, handicrafts, and track 
and field events. The boys’ lun-. 
cheon period at noon will be fol- 
lowed by a rest period when 
movies and other entertainment 
will be enjoyed.

gregational churches and ,wns j 
called to the Central Congrega- j 
tionnl Church in Newtonville. 
which he served from 1919 to 1921. J 
After that for 18 years he was 
minister of Dr. Washington Glad- 
den’s church in Columbus, Ohio. 
On retiring in 1942, after 42 years 
m the parish ministry, he was 
summoned to Boston to give full 
time to Ritual research and revi- 
sion for the Scottish Rites Bodies, 
and to make official visitation in 
fifteen northern states, 
j He has specialized in the field 
of personal counselling and is this 
author of two hooks, "The Healing 
of Souls” and "Pillows of Stone.” 
He has always been active in com- 
munity affairs.

29th and August 8th that he will 
be unable to preach, but his son, 
the Rev. James M. Lichliter, Har- 
vard B K 1933, Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary two years, Virginia 
f. mi nary one year, who has 
served as Canon of Christ Church 
Cathedral, St. Louis. Mo., Rectoiy 
of Calvary Church, Columbia, Mo., 
for four years, and for the last 
two years, Rector of Emmanuel 
Church, Webster Grove, St. Louis, 
Mo., will take his place.

So said Governor Saltonstall in addressing a War Bond 
audience in Boston Garden Monday night. 

Prior to the sixth day of June it had all seemed pretty re- 
mote to a great many of us in Roslindale and West Roxbury. 
Unless we had someone close to us fighting in Italy or one of 
the numerous combat areas of the Far East, Burma, New Guinea, 
Truk. Tarawa were just names, and our understanding of what 
went on there was vague indeed. 

But now our boys are fanning out on French soil, invading 
Fortress Europe, feeling their way toward the inevitable and 
terrible action on the enemy's part to block their-progress toward 
Paris and Berlin. We know about that part of the world. Hardly 
a one of us but has a son, brother or close friend who has been 
“Somewhere in England,” and who now is likely to be “Some- 
where in France,” grimly hanging on to what he has gained or 
inching toward the ultimate goal, perhaps even among the cas- 
ualties already being shipped back to British soil. 

Yes, all that makes this our personal war. And here at 
home we are right in the thick of the fight. The nation needs 
16 billion dollars to finance that march on Paris and Berlin. 
Massachusetts’ share of that is 828 million dollars. We are 
asked to lend that money at interest, to make an investment 
that has an attractive return financially and in assurance of 
peace on earth. It isn’t too much to ask. It shall be, must be, 
given. Our personal home-front war is to attain the Fifth War 
Loan quota, to back the drive for liberation, to invest to the 
limit in invasion.

50 Years Ago 

Newton Graphic, June 15, 1891 

The exercises attending the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of the new 
Central Congregational Church on 
Walnut street, Newtonville, took 
place 3 o’clock Saturday after- 
noon. The exercises were appro- 
priate to the occasion and were 
inaugurated in the Washington 
Street Church, music being ren- 
dered by the full church choir. 

The Newton Boat Club’s Satur- 
day evening concerts are very 
successful affairs. A large party 
were in attendance last week and 
the river was full of canoeists en- 
joying boating by moonlight, while 
a large number enjoyed dancing 
the boat house, which was gaily 
decorated for the occasion. 

25 Years Ago 

Newton Graphic, June 13, 1919 

The All Newton Welcome Home 
to our returned soldiers, sailors 
and marines last Saturday after- 
noon was a huge success from 
whatever standpoint it was viewed. 
The boys themselves were well 
pleased in the first place, the pa- 
rade. entertainment and ball went 
off smoothly and the people turned 
out in goodly numbers to show 
their appreciation, as the boys 
went by. Between 900 and 1300 
reported at noon at the various 
village centres, where between 300 
and 400 automobiles were fur- 
nished to take them about the city. 

On Monday evening at 8 p.m. at 
the Armory at West Newton there 
will be held the first meeting for 
the organization of a post of the 
American Legion in this city. New- 
ton has had some 2800 men in the 
service these past two years. 

From letters to the editor It 
may interest your readers to know 
when and where in America the 
first bicycle was made. Up to the 
year 1876 there were many wooden 
velocipedes made, and among these 
there were several that were grad- 
ually departing from the pattern 
of the velocipede and approaching 
the' form of the bicycle of a later 
date. In 1876 Mr. R. H. Hodgson 
conducted a machine shop at New- 
ton Upper Falls, and it was there 
that Mr. Hodgson built the first 
American bicycle. The way in 
which he constructed his first 
wheel is interesting. It was an 
evolution from the baby carriage. 
Mr. Hodgson built a baby car- j 
riage with wire wheels, the tension 
of the spoke of which was brought 
about by a sliding flange on the 
hub; a device for which he applied 
for a patent. This was one of the 
first of many experimental wire 
wheels made, and recognizing that, 
with its tension spokes, it was 
much stronger than the ordinary 
wooden wheel, he made a larger 
one which was tested in connection 
with three wooden wheels on a 
butcher’s wagon. Finding that it 
stood up remarkably well, he fitted 
a backbone and a .smaller wheel 
to it. and after riding it himself 
awhile he sold it to a Boston law- 
yer. This was the first complete 
bicycle made in the U. S. and 
Newton city was its birthplace. 
There were other wheels in the 
country, at the time, but they 
were all imported ones.

REGISTER NOW 

The dead-line for registration is 
Wednesday, June 21. All those 
residents of Newton who have 
iived in Massachusetts for ONE 
YEAR and in Newton for the past 
SIX MONTHS may register by 
appearing in person before the 
Registrars of Voters at City Hall 
any day between the hours of 8:30 
a. m. and 6:00 p, rm, except on 
Saturday, when the office is closed 
at 12:00 noon. 

The above applies to registra- 
tion BEFORE the STATE PRI- 
MARY on July 11. PLEASE make 
note of that date, which is two 
full months in advance of the 
normal date for a state primary. 
Unfortunately for all concerned, 
there seems to be an amazing lack 
of information regarding the new 
July 11 date. One of the candidates 
for state-wide office told an audi- 
ence in Brookline last week that 
even among key-workers in the 
Republican party the situation was 
truly alarming. Some G. O. P. 
stalwarts thought that the April 
primary was the state primary; 
others thought that the state pri- 
mary would come in September ns 
usual. Of course, the Presidential 
Primary was so completely ig- 
nored by the vast majority of our 
voters that it is readily under- 
standable that there should be con- 
fusion in connection with the July 
11 date. 

The candidate referred to is 
Robert F. Bradford, a leading con- 
tender for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Lt. Governor. He told his 
audience that he has listened for 
years to the Palmolive plug on the 
radio, which runs something like 
this: “What IS the 14 Day Palm- 
olive Plan; — Yes, what IS the 14 
day Palmolive flan? According to 
Bradford, he still does not know 
what the good old Palmolive Plan 
is, even tho’ he has heard it so- 
norously announced so many 
times that he is heartily sick of 
hearing its merits extolled. 

What can be done about this sit- 
uation? Frankly, I do not know. 
Present indications are that our 
invasion of France will not reach 
its real climax until some little 
time AFTER the July 11 primary. 
Until this climax is reached or 
until the general tension immedi- 
ately following D-Day on June 6 is 
relaxed, it is going to be extreme- 
ly difficult for most of the candi- 
dates for political office to get any 
profound response from the aver- 
age voter. It is only necessary to 
scan the papers each evening to 
note the difference between this 
year and 1942. Two years ago there 
would have been advertisements 
galore about radio speeches by 
members of both political parties. 
Last night I saw only two and 
both dealt with Democratic con- 
tests for state-wide offices. No Re- 
publicans were on the air, or, if 
they were, they had not announced 
it in the papers. 

Consider the customary mailing 
campaigns. Ordinarily, I would 
have received by now some 20 
or 30 broadsides from candidates 
for every office from U. S. Sen- 
ator down to fence-viewer. Up to 
date just two hove come to hand 
and one is from a candidate who 
cannot conceivably win the nomi- 
nation he is seeking. My guess i3 
that the candidates who use up 
vast quantities of valuable paper 
in promoting themselves will find 
the results somewhat disappoint- 
ing on July 11. 

Now, to partially answer my own 
question, the two best wuys to ed- 
ucate the general public would ap- 
pear to be the following: first, let 
everybody who has the slightest 
interest in securing a well-attend- 
ed primary on July 11 make it his 
or her business to mention the 
July 11 date as often as possible 
during the next twenty-eight days; 
secondly, let all those who have 
the slightest influence with news- 
papermen and political journal- 
ises urge them all to give all pos- 
sible publicity to the coming state 
primary. (N. B. If you will re- 
fer back, now, you will find that 
I have just practiced what I am 
preaching. The date July 11 has 
been mentioned eight times in this 
column.) 

Republican National Convention 

Newtonians must be interested 
to note that our former Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks is very much in

In 
a preliminary skirmish he has 
succeeded in having Mrs. Williams 
re-elected as National Committee- 
woman from Massachusetts, de- 
spite a vigorous contest conduct- 
ed by Charles B. Rugg, the influ- 
ential Worcester lawyer, former 
Governor's Councillor Winfield

colorful Leslie B. Cutler of Need 
ham. The one-sided vote indicates 
that Sinclair Weeks, who is, of 
course, the G. O. P. National Com- 
mitteeman from this state, has 
won a high place in the high-com- 
mand of his party. Consequently, it 
will be intensely interesting to 
watch developments at the na- 
tional convention on June 26. At 
the moment, leading columnists 
throughout the nation are still in- 
clined to trail along with Gov. 
Dewey of New York. They* even 
predict a possible first ballot nom- 
ination. It may turn out thnt way; 
then again, it may not. I'm not 
so sure. If Dewey fails to win on 
the first ballot, it might pay to 
study the activities of our Junior 
Senator. Remember that he has 
long been an ardent Willkie boost- 
er; remember also, that Willkie 
has never cared very much for 
Dewey. Frantic efforts have been 
made to have the 1940 standard- 
bearer come out publicly for the 
New York Governor, but he has 
steadfastly refused to do so. 

Finally, bear in mind that the 
Willkie-haters include some very 
distinguished elder statesmen in 
the Republican party. Reference 
is made to former President Her- 
bert Hoover, the 'politically-late 
Alfred M. Landon of Kansas and 
other gentlemen whose OPEN 
support might well prove to be a 
liability rather than an asset to 
Gov. Dewey. This is a very im- 
portant point. 

Again, watch Sinclair Weeks 
and other powerful Willkie enthu- 
siasts.

; country — the Stars and Stripes — 
j rhe emblem of liberty and jus- 
tice. 

j History tells us that George 
Washington in June 1776, in the 
city of Philadelphia, discussed 
1 with Robert Morris, Betsey Ross 
and George Ross the making of a 
new flag that would truly repre- 
sent the thirteen colonies, and 
mat he pencilled the design after 
Betsey Ross had suggested a five- 
pointed star, and had volunteered 
to make this — the first flag. 

Your flag and my flag stands for 
humanity and equal opportunity 
for all, and we must, on all occa- 
sions, show our respect for the 
emblem of our country, and by so 
doing set a good example to others. 

“Its hats otf, as down the street 
they come, 

With tin blare of bugles and the 
I ruffle of drums, 

And loyal hearts are beating 
high. 

Hats off, the flag is passing by.” 

It has been said that it is just 
a piece of cloth. 

“That’s all it is — just a piece 
of cloth. You can count the threads 
in it and it’s no different from any 
f ther piece of cloth. But then a 
little breeze comes along, and it 
stirs and comes to life and flutters 
and snaps in the wind, all red 
and white and blue. 

And than you realize that no 
other piece of cloth could be like 
it. 

It has your whole life wrapped 
un in it. The meals you’re going 
to eat. The time 'you're going to 
spend with your wife. The kind of 
things your boy will learn at 
school. Those strange and won- 
derful thoughts you I'Vit, inside a 
church, on Sunday. 

Those stars in it — they make 
you feel just as free as the stars 
ir the wide, deep night. And those 
stripes — they re bars of blood to 
any dictator who’d try to change 
IL 

Just a piece of cloth that’s all it 
is — until you put your soul into 
it and give it meaning. 

What do you want to make it 
mean ? 

A symbol of liberty and decency 
and fair-dealing for everyone? 

Then let’s do something about 
it. Let’s do plenty and do it soon 
enough.” 

Late in Mureh of this year, I 
stood on a wind-swept, rain-swept 
nil overlooking Plymouth Harbor, 
and 1 tried to think back to 1620 
and visualize what had taken place 
in that harbor when that little 
bum! of Pilgrims joined together 
m prayer in the cabin of that lit- 
tle ship, asking not for ease and 
comfort but for courage and 
strength to carry on, as they set 
foot upon the soil of this continent 
and built here in the Old Bay 
State Colony the first permanent 
settlement in America. 

On April 19, I stood on Lexing- 
ton Green, and 1 tried to think of 
the great service that was ren- 
dered there on April 19, 1775 when 
men who had left the counting 
house, plow and the forge and re- 
sponded to thu cry of Paul Re- 
vere in the hour of darkness and 
peril and need, und had fired the 
first shots against tyranny and dic- 
tatorship, to build upon this con- 
tinent a new nution. 

Then on May 1st, I stood on his- 
toric Boston Common us a repro- 
t.entalive of His Excellency, Gov- 
ernor SaltoiiHtall, and 1 looked out 
to that historic Common, und 
thought of the Ijistoric happenings 
that took place there and of the 
service of those early settlers in 
building this great Common- 
wealth. 

On May 3t\h, 1 stood on u hill, 
a memorial plot, in the city of 


Presidents, Quincy, Massachusetts, 
and there, at that great memorial 
service, we recalled the memory cf 
men and women who had given 
heroic serivee to home, commu- 
nity and to country. Tonight, our 
hearts go out all over the world 
to training camps and fighting 
fronts, to our loved ones, asking 
God to give them strength and 
cturage and faith to carry on in 
their great crusade for right, jus- 
tice and liberty. 

Let us humbly pray that we 
here at home keep faith with them 
in their supreme service, sacrifice 
and efforts. 

Only a few days ago, we read in 
the newspapers a list of names of 
men of Massachusetts who had 
forgotten what our flag stands for, 
they had forgotten that they were 
citizens of Massachusetts, the 
birthplace of our gieat nation. 
They had forgotten that they were 
cit.izens of the United States of 
America. They had forgot’ten the 
faithful service of men and wom- 
en in peacetime. They had forgot 
ten the heroic service of men and 
women in wartime. They had for- 
gotten in their greed for a few 
extra dollars that, 

“White crosses gleam on distant 
hills tonight, 

Where valiant youth gave all they 
had to give 

That justice, freedom and this 
snered right 

Which we accept so stoically 
might live.” 

My fellow Americans, and I use 
that precious salutation, taking in 
every man in this splendid audi- 
ence, and in ths community and 
every community who have in 
their hearts a deep and abiding 
faith and love for this land of 
liberty. Some can claim the proud 
heritage of being born in the 
United States, while others were 
blended into one people, broaden- 
ed by tolerance, standing united 
to serve this Land of Liberty, 
Land of Opportunity, and Land of 
Progress. 

Today, America and what our 
Country means to us, I am sure is 
being viewed in a new light. For 
many years we have passed over 
lightly the significance of Ameri- 
can citizenship, but today we find 
our hearts and minds responding to 
serious and solemn thoughts of the 
past, the present, and what the 
future has in store for our Coun- 
liy and those we love. As patriot- 
ism is aroused anew to meet the 
challenge of the times, as hand 
meets hand t and heart speaks to 
heart, in the common bond )f 
American brotherhood, may the 
respect and gratitude we feel for 
those whose patriotism and sacri- 
fice made us free, and a united and 
prosperous nation, be with us al- 
ways. 

Today, America is calling to you 
and to me to give service that will 
keep the fires of Democracy burn- 
ing brightly in our country and 
also to serve as a beacon light to 
the oppressed people in all lands 
in their Pjrht against tyranny and 
dictatorship. 

There were those who said, some 
time ago, from public platforms 
that the yjuth of America was 
soft, and they questioned their 
ability to withstand hardships of 
a great crisis. But on December 7, 
1941, a jry went out across this 
land of ours — “Remember Pearl 
Harbor” and the youth of our 
communities responded ' with the 
same patriotism, courage and en- 
durance that was exemplified by 
the men at Concord and Lexing- 
ton, as they responded in the hour 
of darkness and peril and need, to 
tne call of Paul Revere. They re- 
snonded as did the men in the 
.Spanish War, the Civil War and the 
first World War, and they have 
been writing upon the pages of 
hstory a glorious record of serv- 
ice for home and country. 

Today, we are engaged in this — 
another great struggle, testing 
whether this nation and its Al- 
lies can endure. This war is be- 
ing fought for tremendous stakes, 
for our life and liberty, for our 
churches and our children, for our 
freedom and our future, and it is 
• Winner Take All”! Do not forget 
that the winner will di'etate 
whether tomorrow you will be a 
free citizen of a free country or 
a helpless serf to a so-called mas- 
ter race. The winner will dictate 
whether we shall live and prosper 
under the four freedoms or toil 
helplessly in the darkness of a 
new eru. The winner takes all, all 
you own, all you hold dear, and it 
is not a question of “Are we go- 
ing to be safe.” The paramount 
ouestion will be “Shall we remain 
free”? This is an all-out struggle 
and there cannot be any cheering 
section. There cannot be any root- 
ing section for all men, women 
and children in America must be 
on the team. They must be down 
on the playing field doing some- 
thing to bring victory to the Al- 
lies and for the ideals for which 
wo stand. On this very day, in 
many sections of the world, heroes 
of our armed services will be keep- 
ing a rendezvous with deuth ut 
some disputed barricade, and 
wo should humbly pray that each 
one of us may be worthy of this 
— their supreme sacrifice, their 
last full measure of devotion. Lot 
u*- be resolved that America is 
worthy of defending — that Ameri- 
ca will be defended — and that free- 
dom shall not perish from the 
earth. Not only must -we win this 
great struggle, but we must have 
the understanding of our fort- 
lathers und «their deep religious 
convictions, if we are to win the 
peace that comes after. 

As we gaze upon the Stars and 
Stripes as it ripples in the breeze 
it seems thut it speaks to us, say- 
ing: 

I AM OLD GLORY: 

For more than eight score 
years I have been the bunner of 
hope and freedom for generation 
utfer generation of Americans. 
Horn amid the first flames of 
America's light for freedom, I am 
the symbol of a country that has 
grown from a little group of thir- 
teen colonies to a united nation of 
forty-eight sovereign states. 
Blunted firmly on the high pin- 
nacle of American Faith my gently 
fluttering folds have proved an 
inspiration to untold millions. Men

Under the direction of Mayor 
Maurice J. Tobin. Boston has 
shown the way to the other leading 
cities of the United States in car- 
ing for the needs of discharged 
veterans and assisting them with 
their problems. The program set 
up in Boston to aid the veterans 
on their return to civilian life is 
now being copied and adopted bv 
many municipalitea throughout the 
country. 

A few months ago Mayor Tobin 
conceived the idea of bringing to- 
gether under one roof all the 
agenciea to which a returned vet- 
eran might go for help and assist- 
ance of any kind. He wanted to 
eliminate the possibility of a be- 
wildered boy just out of uniform, 
wandering from one agency to 
another in search of the one that 
might handle his particular prob- 
lem. 

The Boston Mayor set out to es- 
tablish a centre where all the 
agencies would he located in ad- 
joining offices, where a receptionist 
would be on duty to interview re- 
turning service men and service 
women -and to direct them to the 
exact office where they could obtain 
the help they needed. 

The result of Mayor Tobin’s 
carefully conceived plan has been 
the Veterans’ Information and Re- 
ception Centre located on the fourth 
floor of the Houghton-Dutton 
Building in downtown Boston, 
which incorporates virtually every 
agency to which a veteran might 
go for help. 

There hundreds of young men, 
most of them discharged because 
of wounds they suffered on the 
field of battle, already have been 
assisted and their readjustment to 
civilian life made easier. The 
facilities of the centre are not re- 
stricted to Boston veterans alone. 
They are open to any man or wo- 
man who has worn the uniform of 
his or her country. 

The problems and troubles of the 
veterans who visit the centre have 
run a long gamut. Some were 
merely in need of financial help to 
tide them over until they received 
their first pay checks. They got 
it from the Army Emergency Re- 
lief or the Boston Soldiers Relief 
Department, both located in the 
centre. 


Some were in need of medical 
attention. A full time doctor and 
nurse are on hand to see that they 
get it, to arrange hospitalization, 
if necessary, to supervise and fol- 
low through their cases and to 
make certain they receive exactly 
the treatment they need. 

Some want jobs. Others need 
special rehabilitation and training 
before they go back to work. A 
boy can sit down and talk oyer 
his problems or his ambitions with 
an expert in a job-counselling unit 
nnd get the help he wants. Care 
and thought are given to assure 
that the veteran is placed in the 
right kind of work, or that he re- 
ceives special training if he needs 
it. 

An ex-marine who was wounded 
on Guadnlcannl nnd a discharged 
soldier who was in the thick of the 
fighting in North Africa are the 
receptionists, who interview the 
veterans and direct them to the 
proper agency, whether it be the 
U. S. Employment Service, the 
I Soldiers Relief Department, the 
' Army Emergency Relief, the Red 
’ Cross, the medical department or 
the job-counseling unit. An army 
I nurse invalided home from the 
South Pacific will greet the ser- 
vice women. 

An attorney is even available 
for any veteran who needs legal 
assistance or advice concerning his 
i rights. Whatever the problem or 
I the worry of the returning veteran 
may be, he’ll find that one of the 
i agencies there is prepared to han- 
j die it. 

I That was the way Mayor Tobin 
i visualized it whfn he first an- 
nounced his plan for bringing to- 
j gether into one centre all the dif- 
i ferent groups to which a veteran 
i might go. His plan is working out 
so effectively that many cities are 
copying and adopting it. Mayor 
Tobin’s foresight and vision un- 
doubtedly will be of vital im- 
portance in the months to come 
when men now wearing the uni- 
forms of their country, now smash- 
ing Germany’s west wall or driv- 
ing the Japanese back across the 
Pacific, return aeain to civilian 
life and need help in makng the 
adjustments involved.

Camera Dealers 
Warned by OPA 
On 'Rent' Charges 

The camera dealer who is at- 
tempt ing to "beat” price control 
by forcing his customers to rent 
cameras before they can buy them 
is headed for trouble, according: to 
the Regional Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, in a statement re- 
leased today. 

OPA officials, referring: to com- 
plaints from prospective camera 
buyers that stores have been in- 
sisting: on "rental” chargres as a 
prerequisite to purchases at ceil- 
ing: prices, pointed out that this 
practice is a clear violation of 
.Maximum Price Regulation No. 
51 fi, covering: used photographic 
equipment. 

Under the terms of Section 14 
of the regulation, the dealer enter- 
ing: into such arrangements leaves 
himself open to penalties such as 
civil enforcement actions, license 
.suspension proceedings and suits 
lor treble damages, OPA stated. 

Any dealer renting used cameras 
is advised by the local OPA board 
to consult with them to ascertain 
whether his rental rates and prac- 
tices are legally established. 
Prompt action to insure compli- 
ance was recommended by OPA 
officials as a method of avoiding 
subsequent legal difficulties. 

Local Dealers 
Watching Used Car 
Price Ceiling 

Local automobile dealers were 
watching with interest this week 
the reaction of the public on the 
new price ceilings put on all used 
passenger cars, whether sold by 
dealers or private owners, at the 
levels which prevailed in January, 
1944, 

The order is effective July 10, 
the months’ delay being allowed 
for the trade to make its adjust- 
ments. 

The OPA set forth specific prices 
for 23 makes and about 6000 
models manufactured from 1937 
through 1942. 

Although the action came as a 
surprise to local dealers at this 
time, it has been a known fact for 
a number of months that the OPA 
ha-, been working on a definite 
plan of price control for used cars.

He 
suggests that the number of 
apartments be limited to 20 to an 
acre of land and that only 26 per I 
cent of the buildings in such a de- I 
veiopment be as high as 3 1-2 
stories, the balance to be restricted 
to, 2 1-2 stories, the building to he 
constructed of wood with 12 inch 
concrete foundations.

Politics With 
Color 

by P. W. C. 

Republican Convention 

This is the last week in which 
any of us can make any guesses 
nbout the Republican nominee for 
President. Barring some unfore- 
seen delay, it will be all over by 
this time next veek. It would bo 
a bold and utterly fearless prog- 
nosticator who would seriously at- 
tempt to name the ticket which will 
he presented to the voters at Chi- 
cago. However, there are a num- 
ber of possibilities which may prop- 
erly be discussed. 

If we are to believe the great 
majority of political journalists, 
who study trends very earnestly, 
the best bet, from a gambler's 
point of view, would be New York’s 
smart but exceedingly reticent 
Governor, Thomas E. Dewey. 
There are, however, a few hitches 
to this beautifully-worked out pro- 
gram. Let me name just a few. 
Gov. Dewey made a solemn pledge 
two years ago that he would com- 
plete his four-year term as Gover- 
nor. Presumably, Messrs. Sprague. 
Jaeckle and Brownell, the big 
Dewey triumvirate in New York, 
have devised a plausible excuse for 
the violation of that pledge. Next, 
we have not yet been told by Dewey 
himself that he would accept the 
nomination even if it should be 
tendered him. Again, there is some 
little mystery as to where the New 
Yorker stands on some of the fun- 
damental issues of the hour. In 
view of the fact that Mr. Roose- 
velt seems to be almost a sure 
thing as the Democratic nominee. 
IF HIS DOCTOR CONSENTS, it 
might be poor policy for the Re- 
publicans to oppose the President 
with a man who has been unable 
to take the voters into his confi- 
dence and tell them frankly and 
fully just what he will do if he is 
elected. 

We come, now, to a very im- 
portant point. Dewey was used 
by certain powerful G. O. P. 
leaders as a foil in the “Stop 
Wilkie” movement. Soon after 
this technique yielded the desired 
result, the same gentlemen began 
to wonder if they were any better 
off than they were when Willkie 
was still out front. This, of course, 
does not apply to ALL the “Stop 
Willkie” experts. Some of them 
are beginning to wonder if Gov. 
Dewey will be any easier for them 
to handle than Mr. Willkie. That 
is what makes some of the Will- 
kieites chuckle. They realize that 
the brilliant New Yorker has tre- 
mendous will-power and definite 
ideas of his own. He might even 
be harded to handle than Willkie. 

What does this all add up to? 


Simply this. A number of power- 
ful G. O. P. lenders, including, of 
course, the other Republican can- 
didates for President, will do 
everything In their power to head 
off Dewey before the first ballot 
has been taken. If they succeed 
and if the second ballot likewise 
fnils to give Dewey the nomina- 
tion, the chances are that the con- 
vention will be deadlocked for a 
day or two. Then, anything can 
happen, including the nomination 
of any of a dozen or more dark- 
horses. 

Here are some of the possibili- 
ties, but NOT necessarily in the 
order of their importance. Most 
colorful of all and most recent 
dark-horse is dynamic Eric A. 
Johnston of Washington, on the 
west coast. As President of the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce, he 
has had an opportunity to talk to 
hundreds of thousands of people 
all over the country. The radio 
networks hnve carried many of 
his important speeches. Watch 
this man at Chicago. He MIGHT 
he the 1944 Wendell Willkie. 

If Leverett Saltonstall was Gov- 
ernor of a larger and more im- 
portant state, politically, than 
Massachusetts, he would be as 
likely n nominee as any man I 
shall mention. His popularity ex- 
tends far beyond the borders of 
Massachusetts. In some respects 
he resembles Calvin Coolidge, who 
also captured the imagination of 
a vast army of voters in far-off 
states. Keep an eye, therefore, on 
Gov. Saltonstall. 

Senator Harold H. Burton, Jun- 
ior Senntor from Ohio, which has 
giveh the country many Presi- 
dents. makes another ideal dark- 
horse. If this man could meet 
every Republican face to face he 
could win in a walk. His greatest 
appeal is to the average citizen, 
who does NOT follow politics verv 
closely. Like our own Governor, 
he is simple, direct, sincere and 
wholesome. That, incidentally, is 
just the difficulty. Men like Sal- 
tonstall and Burton are apt to find 
themselves stymied sooner or later 
JUST BECAUSE they are not 
politically-minded and therefore do 
not appeal to the party leaders. 

Finally, can anybody think of a 
more sensational eleventh-hour de- 
velopment than the nomination of 
Wendell Wjllkie. Of course, there 
is not one chance in a thousand 
that this will happen. However, 
the G.O.P. chieftains should re- 
member that there are probably 
one million die-hard Willkieites 
who will follow him wherever he 
goes. They may safely ignore 
him as a candidate for President, 
but they will be foolish to ignore 
his views on the building of a 
suitable party platform. If the 
G.O.P. adopts a platform filled 
with platitudes and ordinary poli- 
tal bunkum, it might just as well 
hand Mr. Roosevelt the election on 

silver plater on November 7.

State Obligates City 
To Keep Roads Safe 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Newton has a Safety Council 
which body, however, lacks an 
electric eye. While much excellent 
work has been accomplished it is 
expecting too much to assume that 
no dangerous condition of New- 
ton’s public ways is hidden from 
the Council’s view. 

Traveling by horse-drawn veh- 
icle at 12 miles per hour was 
classed as reckless driving — today 
we are “going slow” at 35 miles 
an hour. Of course* streets are 
wider and better adapted for 
quicker transit today than those 
of the “horse and buggy” era. 

Municipalities, by State law, 
Sect. 15, Chapter 84, General Laws, 
Ter. Ed., are obligated to main- 
tain public ways in a safe condi- 
tion. Section 1 reads as follows: 
"Highways and town ways shall, 
unless otherwise provided, be kept 
in repair at the expense of the 
town in which they are situated 
so that they may be reasonably 
safe and convenient for travelers.” 

Last fall in open session the 
writer called attention to members 
of the Board of Aldermen of a 
danger spot on Elliot street, Ward 
5, between the city stable and Cir- 
cuit avenue. Later on more than 
one occasion he has mentioned the 
situation to certain public- officials 
with the hope of having action 
taken to safeguard the traveling 
riders. The fiart of the street some 
300 feet west of the city stable 
(where it falls abruptly id to 15 
feet from its southern boundary 
used to be protected by a wooden 
fence. The fence long ago fell into 
decay so that today the city is 
allowing to exist a constant men- 
ace to traveling autoists on a down 
grade on the right side of passage. 
The danger is further enlarged 
because of existing trees and 
brushes which hide the embank- 
ment. 

Citizens cannot be expected to 
believe that appointed officials 
give no weight to protection of the 
public, but — ! A few weeks ago 
about eight o’clock of the night, 
by reason of the right front tire 
letting go an auto crashed into 
an electric light pole on that side 
of Elliot street, just abreast of the 
city stable. Had the accident (thp 
car was wrecked but no one in- 
jured) occurred 250 feet to the 
west it might have been bad. 
Must an accident and casualties 
be forthcoming before action he 
taken to cDjnply with State law?

Tuskegee Institute 
Welcomes Convent 

Father Leo Farrngher S.<S.J., 
pnstor of Saint Joseph’s Chapel at 
Tuskegee, Alabama has just broken 
ground for a convent, the only on* 
in an area of fifty miles. Work 
is progressing rapidly and the con- 
vent should be completed by Fall. 
The new building is situated on 
the campus of the well-known Tus- 
kegee Institute, the Athens of Ne- 
gro culture. Its founder. Booker 
T. Washington, was the great 
Negro scientist and humanitarian. 

The pastor of Saint Joseph’s 
Chapel has achieved great success 
since his arrival there three years 
ago. However, groat also are the 
demands and needs of America’s 
most potential mission field for tho 
Negro. 

Father Farragher was born in 
Newton and eduented in the 
parochial schools of this city. 
Upon graduation, after refusing 
a scholarship to Boston College, 
Father entered the Josephite Or- 
der at Epiphany College. New- 
burg, New York. Studies for tho 
priesthood were completed at Cath- 
olic University. Father Farragher 
was ordained in June 1937. The 
next year, the pastor of Saint 
Joseph’s Chapel, received his S.T.J,. 
from Catholic University. 

Since that time Father Farrag- 
her has worked in the South, prim- 
arily at Montgomery and Tuske- 
gee. Alabama. In 1941. through 
the aid of generous people through- 
out the country, he was able to 
build a chapel to aid in tho evange- 
lization of the colored harvest. 
This Josephite Father is a noted 
lecturer. Recently at Memphis, 
Tennessee, Father Farragher de- 
livered such a pertinent and Chris- 
tian stand on the place of the 
Negro, that he was asked to re- 
peat his talk for the afternoon 
session. This lecture has been 
published. 

At present Father Farragher is 
enjoying a short but needed vaca- 
tion at the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. David Farragher, 
17 Emerson street, Newton. He 
will return shortly to Alabama to 
complete his new, important pro- 
ject — a convent for Dominican 
Nuns.

In our last column, on June 8, 
we considered the career of Mr. 
Hermann C. Lythgoe of Newton- 
ville. Director of the Food and 
Drug Division of the Mass. State 
Department of Public Health. His 
life is an example of what can 
be accomplished by a man who 
charts his career, prepares himself 
properly and then hews to the line 
and makes up his mind to go to 
the top. 

This week we shall kill two birds 
with one stone and discuss more 
briefly than usual several promi- 
nent. residents who are extremely 
reticent, but who have already 
made an outstanding record in 
their own field of work. 

John Varnum Spalding of 257 
Dedham street. Newton Highlands, 
now a justice of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court of Massachusetts at the 
age of 46 is a shining example of 
industry and perseverance, 
call meeting the Judge many times 
in the early evening in Boston not 
so many years ago. He was then 
devoting considerable time to lec- 
turing at the Northeastern Uni- 
versity Law School. Those were 
the days when he was quietly saw- 
ing wood, keeping his own counsel 
when people tried to cajole him 
into the political arena, and pre- 
paring himself for what was, pre- 
sumably. his ultimate goal. 

Judge Spalding was born in 
Newton on Dec. 8. 1897. His par- 
ents were George F. Spalding and 
Florence A. (' axon) Spalding. 
After graduating from Newton 
High School, he won his A.B. at 
Harvard University in 1920. Three 
years later the Harvard Law 
School gave him his L.L.B. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1928 
and engaged in the general prac- 
tice of law with Storey, Thorndike, 
Palmer and Dodge. From 1925- 
1926 he was legal advisor to the 
Prohibition Administrator for New 
England. After that, for three 
years, he was assistant U. S. At- 
torney for the District of Massa- 
chusetts. From 1929-1936 he was 
a member of the firm of Hale, 
Sanderson, Byrnes and Morton 
and then became a member of the 
film of Harwood and Spalding. 

In the meantime, on Sept. 24, 
1930, Mr. Spalding married Jac- 
queline Veen of Bordeaux. France. 
The couple have two children, 
Robert V. and Marianne Spald- 
ing. 

After serving for a number of 
years on the Newton Licensing 
Board, Mr. Spalding was ap- 
pointed a Justice of the Superior 
Court by Governor Saltonstall in 
1942. On all sides there was 
hearty approval of the Governor's 
appointment. Then, a few months 
ago, before some of us had become 
accustomed to hailing our friend 
as Judge Spalding there was a 
vacancy on the Supreme Court 
and the Newton Highlands jurist 
was promoted to the highest court 
in the state. It will be interesting 
I at some future date, to makl a 


careful check of the records and 
ascertain the normal Age of ap- 
pointees to the Supreme Court. 
My guess would be that Judge 
Spalding is one of the youngest, 
if not the youngest man to be 
elevated to this court. Congratu- 
lations, Sir. 

The name Bachrach is known 
throughout the United States and, 
probably, all over the world. 
Whenever you run across it von 
instinctively think of photographs; 
not just plain photographs, but 
photographs of distinction. (Por- 
traits is probably a better word, 
but I feel sure that the famous 
creator will forgive me). We have 
our Ford automobiles, our Rem- 
ington typewriters and our Water- 
man Fountain Pens. None of these 
are manufactured in the vicinity 
of Newton, however. A Bachrach 
studio, on the other hand, is lo- 
cated right in our midst. So is 
Mr. Louis Fabian Bachrach. who 
lives at 128 Highland street, West 
Newton. 

Mr. Bachrach, who became Pres- 
ident of Bachrach. Inc. in 1915, 
was born in Baltimore, Md. on 
July 16, 1881. He was the son of 
David Bachrach and Frances (Key- 
ser) Bachrach. He obtained his 
education at the Baltimore Poly- 
technic Institute (1897) and the 
Maryland Institute of Design 
(1898-1899). In 1900 he was n 
member of the Art Students 
League of New York. 

On June 29, 1909, Mr. Bachrach 
married Miss Dorothy DeLand 
Keyes of Worcester. The couple 
had three unusually talented child- 
ren, Bradford Keyser, Jean, (now 
Mrs. Frederick Paige Kimball) and 
Louis Fabian, Jr. 

There are. of course. Bachrach 
studios in many other cities be- 
sides Boston. Wherever they are, 
their . reputation is always the 
same. They are “tops.” If, by 
some strange chance, any reader 
of this column has never sat for 
a portrait at Bachrach’s. it might 
pay to drop in at 44 Hunt street, 
near Newton Corner, and look 
about. You may be sure of receiv- 
ing prompt and courteous atten- 
tion. 

Altho’ this distinguished resi- 
dent is not fundamentally a 
“joiner” he does belong to a num- 
ber of organizations, including our 
local Rotary Club. For many 
years he has been a most loyal 
member of the Appalachian Mt. 
Club and has gone off on many 
of their hikes. This may be one 
of the reasons why Louis Fabian 
Bachrach retains his youthful out- 
look and cheery optimism.

Ability Stressed 

The vote-getting ability of Dist. 
Atty. Robert F. Bradford of Mid- 
dlesex County was stressed in a 
statement released today by the 
local Bradford-for-Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Committee. 

First elected District Attorney 
in 1938, Bradford received 48,871 
votes in the Republican Primaries 
in 1942 when he had no opposition.

DROP 125 “BOMBS” 

IN NEWTON AREA 

More than 125 “bombs” were 
dropped in Newton June 11 in the 
mock air raid conducted in Greater 
Boston. 

The delay in the opening of the 
raid served only to make the test 
more realistic, F. Brittain Kennedy, 
chief air raid warden stated. The 
weather conditions rendered it im- 
possible to start the “raid” before 
2 P.M., instead of the scheduled 
hour of 12:30. The “all clear,” 
correspondingly late, was sounded 
about 3:30 P.M. 

Almost all of the paper bombs 
fell east of Walnut street, Chief 
Kennedy reported. The greater 
number fell in the Hunnewell Hill 
section, indicating that the bombs 
had been intended for the Water- 
town Arsenal, but had been car- 
ried across the river by the wind. 

There was also a 'large number 
on Waban Hill road as a result 
of the fact that the fliers aimed 
at the Waban Hill reservoir. Only 
one bomb was found in Newton 
Lower Falls and none in West 
Newton, Auburndale, Waban, 
Newton Highlands, Newton Up- 
per Falls.

That the parents of Newton for 
the most pam are turning to pri- 
vate physicians rather than pub- 
lic agencies for immunization of 
children against diphtheria was 
indicated by a survey conducted 
by the Health Department. 

The survey, conducted in the 
kindergartens, showed that out 
of a total enrolment of of 927, 92 
percent were immunized against 
diphtheria. The immunisation was 
by the Health Department in 38 
percent of the casts, by the New- 
ton District Nursing Association 
in 11 percent, and by private phy- i 
sicians in 66 percent of the cases. 

Eighty-two percent of the chil- | 
dren were immunized before en- 
tering school.

Series E War Bonds 
Total $106,000 

War Bond sales, Series E, to in- 
dividuals totaled $106,000 for the 
period from June 1 to 16. This rep- 
resents 8 per cent of Newton’s 
quota of $1,323,000 for Series E 
Bonds. Total sales of all Bonds in

Politics With 
Color 

by P. W. C. 

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 

Despite the fnct that the Repub- 
lican national convention will un- 
doubtedly have passed into history 
by the time this column is read, 
it may be worth-while to indulge 
in some pertinent comments while 
the delegates are still going 
through the motions of making cer- 
tain important decisions in Chi- 
cago. 

First and foremost, of course, we 
are witnessing the interesting spec- 
tacle of the nomination of a Pres- 
idential candidate by an over- 
whelming majority in spite of the 
fact that he (Gov. Dewey) has not 
been an avowed candidate for this 
nomination during the past year 
or more. Leading political com- 
mentators throughout the country 
are now telling us that the reason 
for this cut-and-dried convention 
is that the grass-roots sentiment 
has been for the New York* Gover- 
nor for a great many months. 
Willkie die-hards, the Bricker for- 
ces and a few potential dark-horses 
have been so active and optimistic, 
however, that many voters have 
failed to realize that the nomina- 
tion of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey was 
practically inevitable. Witness 
the behavior of our own Massa- 
chusetts delegation, which declined, 
chiefly out of deference to our own 
Gov. Saltonstall, to jump on the 
Dewey band-wagon until almost 
the last minute. Apart from the 
possibility of a Saltonstall nomi- 
nation for either President or Vice- 
President was the further possi- 
bility that there might be a revival 
of sentiment for Wendell L. Will- 
kio or the sudden growth of ano- 
ther candidacy which might suit 
the Willkie followers better than 
the expected De/'ey and Warren 
ticket. Then, at the last minute, 
it became obvious that neither of 
these developments would take 
place and our state delegation fell 
into line behind all the other big 
states. 

Right here, may I stress a very 
important point? The 1944 nomi- 
nee MUST have the undivided sup- 
: Port of AIL Republicans every- 
: where if the G. 0. P. is to be suc- 
! cessful at the polls in November. 
He will, presumably, be up against 
“The Champ,” who is the best 
campaigner this country has ever 
had. On the air, especially, the 
President has been head and 
shoulders above any and all com- 
petitors. One of his closest rivals 
has been Gov. Dewey, who, inci- 
dents, was tipped-off by former 
President Herbert Hoover some 
years ago that his chief weakness 
as a Presidential candidate would 
be his somewhat ineffective speak- 
ing ability. Those Republicans 
who are sincere in their desire to 
install a new resident in the White , 
House and to remove bureaucracy j 
from the Capitol, will be well ad- 
vised if they keep their disappoint- 
! m ent to themselves, as regards 
; Willkie, and devote themselves 
I whole-heartedly to the prosecu- 
tion of the Dewey campaign. 

I speak somewhat earnestly on 
this topic because it applies with 
some little force to the writer, who 
has long been an ardent admirer 
of Willkie. as my leaders well 
1 know. However. I shall practice 
what I am preachinK and devote 
my enemies to the promotion of 
the regular nominee of the party. 
As a matter of fact, Gov. Dewey 
has a great many of the qualities 
which have brought Willkie so 
close to the top. For a man of 
his comparative youth to rise so 
high in so short a time is almost 
a political miracle. Furthermore, 
is it not true that his record as a 
racket-buster in his own state is a 
guarantee that he can and will 
clean up certain situations in 
Washington, provided he is given 
siiv kind of support by his own 
party and by liberal and inde- 
pendent voters everywhere? After 
all. there have been no vital criti- 
cisms of the New Yorker since he 
first came into the public spot- 
light. He is cautious,— yes; he is 
also so efficient that he is accused 
of being a machine, rather than 
a warm-blooded human being. I 
doubt if it will take very long 
for him to sell the real Dewey to 
the people of the United States. 
It would be absolutely impossible 
for him to have climbed so high 
and so fast IF he did not have 
scores of very admirable qualities. 
Frankly, it seems to me that he 
is easily the next best bet to Wen- 
dell Willkie. In some respects, .t 
seems to me that he may have even 
greater potentialities than the 1940 
nominee. At any rate, the cold 
hard facts are that Willkie found 
, it impossible to win the support ot 
1 the real leaders of his party 
throughout the country. Without 
that support, any Republican nom- 
inee is licked before he starts. It 
is too bad: maybe it is nil wrong 
and mavbe the independent voters 
are justified, to a certain extent, 
in registering their dissatisfaction. 
However, practical politics demand 
100 per cent backing for the new 
nominee IK there is to be a change 
in the White House. 

What happens, now, to the two 
remaining elder-statesmen who 
have been active in G.O.P. circle.- 
for many years, Herbert Hoover 
nnd Alfred M. Landon? Mr. 
Hoover has intimated that he will 
now retire. It is conceded on all 
sides that he has been working for 
years to put Dewey in the White 
House. There appears to be un 
excellent chance that this ambi- 
tion will be achieved. Mr. Lan- 
don’a situation is not quite so 
an parent to the casual observer. 
He bus been rated ns a strong 
isolationist. Isolationism seems to 
be “out.” That muy also apply 
to Mr. Landon. We shall see.

Newton Voting 
Lists Revised 

In the annual revision of the 
Newton voting lists by the City 
Clerk’s office, nearly 2,000 voters 
were dropped from the lists for 
reasons of death or removal 
from the city. 

The number qualified to vote 
at the city election Inst November 
was 35,867, but after the revision 
the number of registered voters 
was reduced to 33,894, exclusive 
of those registered at the period 
that closed this week. The figures 
on this year’s registration have 
not been completed. 

The list of 33,894 voters in- 
cludes 4,348 Democrats. 13,961 
Republicans and 15,585 who have 
not voted at party primaries and 
are therefore undeclared. The reg- 
istered Republicans thus outnum- 
ber the Democrats three to one. 

Because of the fact that this 
is a Presidential election year, the 
number of voters registered is ex- 
pected to take a big jump before 
the November election. The in- 
crease in the number of registered 
voters last year between the time 
of the completion of the annual 
revision and the city election was 
only 423, but the lack of interest 
was largely due to the fact that 
there was no contest for the office 
of mayor.

Average number of employees, 
1944, 7301; 1943, 7796. Decrease 
495, 6.3%. 

Amount of Payrolls for month, 
1944, $1,109,615.00; 1943, $1,090,- 
232.00. Increase $19,383.00. 1.7%. 

The State average on Employ- 
ment for May, 1944 was smaller 
by 7.7% than May, 1943, Newton 
was 6.3% smaller for the same 
month. The amount paid in wages 
in the State for May, 1944 was 
0.6% smaller than May, 1943; 
Newton was 1.7% greater for the 
same month. You will notice that 
the trend of employment has 
turned downward as compared with 
a year ago, the average weekly 
earnings however, are on the in- 
crease, $35.07 for May. 1944 as 
against $32.27 in May, 1943.

the Schools of Public Health and 
Medicine. With this in mind he has 
offered to Newton, in addition to 
his own personal' affiliation, the 
services of Mrs. Elizabeth Kings- 
bury Caso of the Harvard School 
of Public Health Nutrition Depart- 
ment, to help -in the reorganization 
of Newton’s nutrition program. 

Mrs. Caso, through her past ex- 
perience as State Nutritionist Con- 
sultant in Maine and graduate 
training in Public Health Nutri- 
tion will have considerable to of- 
fer in guiding this work. 

In conclusion Dr. Stare said, “We 
are all pleased with the progruss 
the Nutrition Committee has made 
and are expecting important devel- 
opments in the future”.

Convention Soothsayers Divided Over Dewev't

Some of the seers with strong 
Republican sympathies have all 
but conceded the election of 
Governor Thomas E. Dewey, 
and from their waitings you 
might almost gather that, the 
next event on the political time- 
table is Mr. Dewey’s inaugura- 
tion as President of the United 
•States.- 

Still other of the convention 
soothsayers, possessing a loyal 
allegiance to EDR or a sour 
stomach from too much night- 
before conviviality, reported 
that an air of defeatism pervaded the conclave ami that many 
of the GOP delegates had strong misgivings as to the likelihood 
,of Mr. Dewey’s election. 

One noted scrivener went so far. before Dewey was even 
nominated, ns to rate him on the short end of a three-to-one bet 
to win election next November. 

The real truth, of course, lies somewhere in between 
the extreme versions, and th«^ Presidential fight will he 
won and lost in the next four months, with its outcome 
hinging to some degree on battlefield developments over 
which neither candidate will have any control. 

From the observations of competent and unbiased observers 
it is evident that much of the enthusiasm that marked past con- 
ventions was missing from this week's gathering of the Repub- 
lican leaders of the nation. There was nothing near the exuber- 
ance that existed four years ago when Wendell I.. Willkie surged 
out of obscurity and was swept to a sensational and startling 
victory on a wave of public opinion. 

That may have been due in a large measure to the grim 
shadow of war that hung over the convention. The delegates 
went about their duties for the most part in sober, business-like 
fashion. Under present-day conditions it would have been sur- 
prising had they done otherwise. 

Then, Dio, the nomination of Governor Dewey was 
a cut and dried affair and a foregone conclusion before 
even the earliest delegates reached Chicago. There was 
no hard fight to stir the emotions and fire the enthusiasm, 
and some observers point out logically that as a result 
there are less scars to heal and fewer party breaches to 
close before election day. 

Dewey was the calm, impersonal choice of many of the dele- 
gates who cast their ballots for him and who boarded his band- 
wagon early, not because of any great enthusiasm for him hut 
because they considered him the member of their party who 
had the strongest chance of winning election over President 
Roosevelt next November. 

This was an unusual convention in many ways. A man 
was able to win the Republican nomination for the highest office 
within the gift of the American people without even publicly 
conceding his candidacy for it or committing himself on any 
subject more controversial than the weather. 

What type of campaign Dewey will conduct remains 
to he seen. He is an extremely conservative man, aloof 
and retiring by nature. Some observers doubt that he 
has the political knack of making friends. Rut he has 
given the people of New York a sound administration, 
and he is surrounded by men who are shrewd and skilled 
political craftsmen. 

But he and his advisors will he opposing the master poli- 
tician of our time, possibly of all time, whose direction of our 
war effort has been virtually above criticism. The fight by 
Dewey and his strategy board is not a hopeless one. but it's far 
from an easy one. and in the meantime the big question mark 
in the GOP picture i c Mr. Wendell L. Willkie. If he bolts the 
Republican party, it will cost Mr. Dewey many, many votes. 

Mayor Tobin Choice of Most Observers 
To Defeat Hurley, Oppose Cahill for Governor . . . 

• • • As the Republican delegates wend their way back 
home, political attention will shift to the coming primary battle, 
with major interest centered on the fight for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor between Mayor Maurice J. Tobin and 
State Treasurer Francis N. Hurley. 

Most political observers anticipate Tobin's nomina- 
tion as his party's choice to oppose Lieut. Governor 
Horace T. Cahill in the November election. Democratic 
leaders generally consider the Boston Mayor the strong- 
est man their party could put up ft»r Governor, and most 
of them have rallied behind his candidacy. 

They point out that the Democratic party has taken on new 
spark and fire since Mayor Tobin’s entrance into the guber- 
natorial fight, last montl). They believe the record he ha« made 
as Boston's chief executive during the last 6 1 years ^ ill com- 
mand him respect and support, not alone in his home city but 
throughout the entire state.

IN WELLESLEY 


The Eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius 

March 18, 1944. 

At first sight Mt. Vesuvius looks 
like any other mountain, except 
thi^; one of its several peaks has a 
lazy, curling column of smoke 
climbing ever skyward seemingly ! 
oblivious of man and his nearby 
habitats. Although it gives the 
impression of great height — actu- 
ally it is only approximately 3600 
feet high — not unlike those found 
in the northern New England 
states. 

To the right and below the j 
crater is another hill on which 
can be seen a building supposedly 
erected by one of the former kings 
of Spain, as a summer place. 

Partially on this slope just be- 
low, there lies the small town of 
San Sebastiano; a small group of 
old stone houses where nothing 
ever seems to occur except the in- 
evitable cycle of life and death; 
where people work more or less 
only for the sake' of existing. 

One evening the crater had a 
red glow around it and molten lava 
began to appear flowing down the 
uppermost slopes. Soon the erup- 
tions began in all their fury! And 
hurled red-hot rocks high into the 
sky. 

As it slowly moved down the side 
of the mountain fires appeared and 
everything in the path of the great 
mass was consumed by flames. 

Trees, shrubbery and even great 
stone walls, built to hold in check 
the lava, were in turn swallowed 
up soon to vanish under the ever 
increasing wall of rock and fire. 
At each new eruption flames shot 
high in the air and great new 
quantities of lava were released 
to augment the monster now rapid- 
ly moving down toward the little 
town nestled below. 

By this time the whole side of 
the mountain was illuminated by 
the flames. Smoke began to rise 
partly hiding the crater from view. 
But we could still see the red glare 
as the rocks were tossed skyward 
to start their steady journey tow- 
ard town. 

Soon after this we learned the 
town was being evacuated as rapid- 
ly as possible and that nothing 
could save it from destruction. 
There were many and varied dis- 
cussions as we stood there and 
watcheu, awed* and fascinated by 
one of nature’s greatest mysteries. 

Many wondered where the peo- 
ple would go as housing was al- 
ready swelled normally, and it was 
now rather late at night. This we 
concluded would add to the diffi- 
culties already caused by the war 
— but in any case the people would 
not perish. 

One of our officers standing there 
watching with us remarked rath- 
er jokingly "Just think, men, you 
are seeing all this free!” He went 
on to say that tourists had for 
many years been coming to "Italy 
to see an event such as tnis spend- 
ing thousands of dollars. Perhaps, 

1 thought, the mountain is putting 
on this magnificent display for our 
benefit! At any rate we were wit- 
nessing an historical event which 
we probably would never again in 
our lifetime see. 

The next day the eruptions con- 
tinued even more severely, and 
from men who had gone to see for 
themselves we learned that the 
lava had already descended on 
the town — and was destroying 
buildings. Here its progress was 
retarded by the buildings which 
were slowly but methodically be- 
ing buried under tons of lava. 

lt is almost unbelievable that 
atone will burn — but under the 
intense heat of molten rock the 
houses were all burning. By now 
we learned that the next town — 
Cercola, only three or four miles 
away — was being evacuated too, 
and we wondered if we, too, would 
have to evacuate our camp. 

The flow was following old ra- 
vines cut by former hows and 
since there was a hill and a deep 
ravine between us, we were sure 
it would not reach us here. 

The third day the entire sky 
was full of smoKe concealing the 
crater from our view. But still the 
lava came on relently down iR ever 
increasing quantities. The smoke 
gave the effect of a low cloud- 
bank or shroud of fog, making the 
mountain obscure and hiding the 
slopes f^om view. 

Quite * suddenly, in the evening 
rain fell, but soon it turned, to 
hail that descended with remark- 
able force! Would this — we asked 
ourselves, stop the eruptions? Our 
question answered itself for this 
new complication didn’t have uny 
effect on it at all! 

Great clouds of white smoke now 
began to appear — rising high into 
the sky — und except for its rapid 
rise looked like a soft white bank 
of fluffy clouds. 

Higher and higher it rose until 
it seemed us if the heavens would 
be full of smoke. That night the 
smoke would occasionally clear 
enough to give u limited view of 
the crater, but only for a few sec- 
onds. As I write this on the third 
duy the mountain still reigns su- 
premo for nothing cun stop it! 

Truly it is one of the most awe- 
inspiring sights I have ever seen.

The good conduct medal 
will not be issued until after the 
cessation of the present hostili- 
ties.

A. By mailing your honorable 
discharge certificate to the near- 
est Army post or camp.

A. European Theatre of Oper- 
ations. 

Q. What is the difference be- 
tween a flight officer and a second 
lieutenant?

A. A second lieutenant is a 
commissioned officer and a flight 
officer is not.

election which saw him win re- 
election for his second term he re- 
fused to permit an announcement 
which would presumably have 
gained for him a windfall of votes. 

“No," he told pleading cam- 
paigners that November after- 
noon, “the increases do not be- 
come effective until the middle of 
the month. If I have to get into 
office by trading on the misfor- 
tunes of the city’s needy I’ll take 
defeat.” 

Better than anything else that 
action demonstrates a psychology 
which through six and a half 
years as Boston’s chief executive 
has governed the actions of this 
son of Mission Hill. Without ex- 
ception aspirants for political fa- 
vor have always stressed their de- 
votion to the bereft and the needy. 
Tobin — with a record of having 
brought more effective aid to the 
city’s under-privileged than any 
other chief executive in Boston’s 
history — has steadfastly refused 
to capitalize on the work he has 
carried out in this regard. 

In that bitterly fought 1941 
election thousands of persons went 
to the polls, completely unaware 
that an excellent administration 
of the city’s affairs had permitted 
the Mayor to raise their standards 
of living. 

The announcement of the higher 
schedule of allowances was made 
on the day after his election — not 
the day before. The Mayor him- 
self conceded that it would have 
been good politics to have made 
the announcement before the vot- 
ers went to the polls. ‘‘But it 
would have been poor American- 
ism,” ha insisted. 

Yet, Tobin easily could have put 
before the sity’s voters an unex- 
celled record in the matter of car- 
ing for those who through no 
fault of their own had to seek 
assistance from their fellow man. 

When he took office the average 
assistance provided by the city for 
widowed mothers with small chil- 


ton Mayor has granted two dif- 
ferent boosts totalling 18 per cent 
in the allowances for the city’s 
elderly needy. 

One of his first official actions 
as Mayor was to increase the max- 
imum allowance for a large fam- 
ily on public welfare from $15 to !

$30 a week. 

Reduced City’s Debt 

Because he has refused to al- 
low his humane and understand- 
ing treatment of the poor and 
the needy to be publicized. Mayor 
Tobin in perhaps better known for 
such achievements as a record- 
breaking reduction of $38,500,0.‘'0 j 
in the city’s debt during the past 
six years which places the city 
in a far stronger position to meet 
the post-war problems that may 
confront it, for his business-like 
handling of city affairs, as a good- 
will ambassador for his city, and 
for his success in attracting new 
business and industries to Boston. 

While he has insisted at all 
times that the people of Boston 
receive a dollar of value and ser- 
vice for every dollar spent, he has 
been perhaps the city's most con- 
siderate Mayor in his treatment of 
the poor. That may not have been 
generally recognized hitherto, but 
it isn’t any news to the thousands 
of needy families he has aided and 
befriended and whose lives he has 
made a little happier and more 
comfortable. 

He has twice been honored 
by election to the highest office 
within the gift of the people of 
Boston. He has served a longer 
consecutive period as Mayor than 
any man in Boston's history, but 
Maurice J. Tobin has never lost 
his sympathetic understanding of 
the problems of the needy and the 
unfortunate that goes back to his 
own humble beginning when he 
sold newspapers to supplement the 
family income that his father 
earned as a carpenter.

Newton Service Man 
Sees Family in Italy 

Joseph Campagnone, son of 
Francesco Campagnone of 14 Mid- 
dle street, Newton, had the pleas- 
ure of visiting .his mother and sis- 
ter and three of his brothers when 
the U. S. troops entered his home 
town. Arce, which it situated on 
the road to Rome, about 85 miles 
from that city. 

His father who is a civilian em- 
ployee of the Army, has received 
a letter from his son in which he 
tels how Arce was captured after 
a two day battle. His folks he 
said escaped injury although en- 
dangered by the fighting between 
the Allied and Nazi troops. The 
letter also told of the death of his 
grandfather, Gaetano Campag- 
none, who had died since word had 
been received from the family in 
Italy before that country had en- 
tered the war. 

One of his brothers, Alfredo 
Campagnone, 29, who fought with 
the Italian Army was taken pris- 
oner by the British in Egypt. 

Joseph Campagnone came to this 
country to join his father eight 
years ago when he was sixteen. Be- 
fore entering the U. S. Army he 
worked as an operator of a bull- 
dozer. and in the Army was as- 
signed to the same work with the 
Engineers. While in Italy he had 
a narrow escape from injury when 
bulldozing a by-pass around a 
blown up bridge and the blade of 
his machine hit a mine. He was 
hurled from the machine and was 
stunned hut suffered no injury.
